C h ico, April 8th.—The R e co r d -U n io n 
representative from Sacram ento arrived at 
St. John's to-day to investigate as to the 
facts connected with the m urder of Mrs. 
Billon, and find them as follows : About 6:30 
o’clock last evening one of the m ost fiend­ 
ish crimes ever com m itted in Northern 
California was perpetrated on the ranch of 
Joseph Billion, about one m ile from St. 
John and eleven miles west of this place. 
Mr. Billion was not at home, having gone 
to San Francisco a few days ago. Seated 
at the supper table were Mrs. Billiou, aged 
about 50 years, her daughter Annie, aged 
22 years, a younger daughter, aged 14, ar.d 
a hired m an, W illiam W eaver. Directly 
back of W eaver was a door leading to the 
kitchen. The four were quietly partaking 
of their evening meal. The m other and 
daughters were chatting pleasantly, never 
dream ing that in another instant the m o­ 
ther was to be launched into eternity. The 
door behind AVeaver was quietly opened, 
the report of a rifle was heard and Weaver 
fell from his chair. 
H is left arm was 
shattered, and the ball entered his back, 
coming out through his breast, just above 
the heart. Mrs. Billiou sprang to her feet, 
and saw their Chinese cook, who had been 
w ith them five years, with a rifle to his 
shoulder, 
AND FELL DEAD, 
A bullet passing through her body directly 
through her heart, and burying itself deep 
in the door-casing behind her. Death was 
instantaneous—w ithout a struggle, without 
a groan, w ithout a m om ent’s warning, she 
fell to the floor, the blood gushing forth in 
streams, and uniting w ith that of W eaver’s 
to m ake a large pool upon the floor. All 
this was the work of an instant. W eaver 
was not killed, as the Chinam an evidently 
supposed, and im m ediately after the shot 
which instantly took the life of Mrs. Billiou 
he m anaged to reach out from where he 
lay on the floor and closed the door and 
turned the key in the lock. The China­ 
m an evidently thought he had killed 
W eaver, 
and was som ewhat surprised 
to 
find 
the 
door 
closed 
in 
his 
face. 
H e 
fired 
a 
shot through the 
door, 
then took an 
ax and smashed 
in a panel, and no doubt would have car­ 
ried out his intention of a wholesale m as. 
sacre, had not W eaver resorted to stratagem 
and frightened th e m urderer away by ex­ 
claiming, 


“ U E B E 
COMES C H A R L IE PA PST , 
And he will kill the Chinam an I” Fearing 
his retreat would be cut off, the Chinaman 
departed. 
After the lape of two or three 
m inutes W eaver told A nnie to look out and 
see in which direction the Chinam an was 
going. 
A nnie put her head out of the 
window and caught a glimpse of the China­ 
m an taking off his slippers and putting on 
a pair of boots. ' H e saw her, and at the 
same instant raised his rifle and sent a bul­ 
let crashing through the window, the 
splinters wounding her face. W hile the 
Chinam an was battering down the door the 
youngest girl escaped from a window on 
the opposite side of the building and ran for 
lite toward the village of St. Jo h n for as­ 
sistance. 
W hen the Chinam an discovered that she 
had escaped he beat a hasty retreat toward 
the river, which is about one m ile east of 
the farm-house. 
W hen the youngest girl 
returned with a crowd of neighbors, a few 
m om ents later, 


THEY BEHELD A GHASTLY SPECTACLE, 
Mrs. Billion lying dead upon the floor in a 
large pool of blood; Mr. W eaver, faint, 
weak and almost dead from loss of blood; 
A nnie crazed w ith grief. 
The dining­ 
room —which a few m om ents before was 
the scene of m errim ent—had all the ap 
pearances of a slaughter-house. The news 
spread like wildfire. It was telephoned to 
Chico and telegraphed to Colusa, and in 
less than two hours hundreds of citizens 
were scouring the country in search of the 
m urderer, and if they had found him no 
trial by ju ry would have been necessary, 
as his w orthless carcass would have been 
hung to the nearest tree and riddled with 
bullets. 
About Í) o’clock—two hours after the 
shooting—Dr. H . F. Clarke left for the 
scene and rendered Mr. W eaver all the 
help possible. 
Mr. W eaver’s wounds are 
of such a serious nature that death is 
liable to result at any tim e from internal 
hem orrhage, and his ante-mortem state­ 
m ent was advised and taken. 
No one seems to know w hat m otive the 
C hinam an had in planning this wholesale 
m urder. It is generally believed that his 
intention was to m urder the entire family, 
and then set fire to the premises in order 
to cover up his bloody deed. 


TH E ONLY APPARENT CAUSE FOR IT IS PURE 


CCSSEDNESS. 
Yesterday Mrs. Billion was house-clean 
ing, and m ade the Chinaman assist in tak 
ing up carpets and moving furniture, a job 
he did not seen* to relish. 
He was cross, 
sullen and ill-natured about it, and in 
order to get even sought to take the lives 
of the entire party. 
A bout three hours before the m urder, 
while in conversation with Miss Annie, 
he asked her what the Courts would do 
w ith him if he m urdered some one. 
She 
replied th at he would be hung by the 
neck until he was dead. 
She thought 
nothing of the question, as she had no rea­ 
son to fear him . The theory of robbery is 
scouted, because nothing was taken. This, 
however, m ight have been his intention, 
and abandoned when he discovered that 
one of his intended victims had escaped to 
th e village. 


DONE IN A FIT OF ANGER. 
The general opinion of the girls, the 
wounded m an and neighbors is th at the 
hellish deed was comm itted in a fit of 
anger. The m urderer's nam e is H o Ah 
H enng. H e is 18 years o f age, short and 
stoutly built, and speaks English fluently. 
H e has been in the laiuily as a domestic 
since he was 12 years of age, and the 
woman whom he so brutally m urdered bad 
always treated him with consideration and 
kindness. 
In searching the Chinam an’s 
cabin, which stood a short distance from 
the house, Constable P. H unt found a pho­ 
tograph of him taken two years ago. A 
large num ber of nude photographs of Chico 
prostitutes were also found in his trunk, 
together with a revolver, sheath-kntfe and 
a num ber of cartridges. 


ON HIS TRAIL. 
The murderer was tracked to the river. 
He took off his boots and walked a portion 
of the distance in ijis stocking feet, to de­ 
ludí bis followers. 
He was tracked to 


where he had taken an old skiff which was 
half filled with water. 
I.ate to-day the 
skiff was found on this side of the river, a 
m ile below his starting point. Two h u n ­ 
dred armed m en are scouring the country 
for him , and every avenue of escape is 
closely guarded. He is well known, and it 
looks as if escape were impossible. The 
entire county is aroused. 


THE AFFECTED FAMILY. 
Mr. Billiou is one of the wealthiest and 
most respected farmers in this section. The 
m urdered lady was highly respected, and 
the heartless and brutal m anner in which 
she was m urdered 
has cast a gloom 
over the entire counties of Colusa and 
Butle. Mr. Billiou and a son and daugh­ 
ter, who were attending a school at Santa 
Clara, arrived from below on this evening’s 
express, and have just gone out home. 
The weapon used was a Colt's repeating 
rifle, which the m urderer took w ith him . 
H e is said to be a most excellent shot, and 
no doubt when surrounded will sell his 
life as dearly as possible. It is raining hard 
to-night, but the avengers are in the bush, 
and hope to dangle his carcass to a syca­ 
more lim b before morning. 


THE 
MURDERER 
SAID 
TO 
H AVE 
REACHED 
SACRAMENTO. 
At 9 o'clock to-night it is reported that 
he was on the down train to Sacramento 
this morning. A reward of $1,000 is offered 
for his capture. Sheriff Beville, of Colusa, 
seems to think he escaped to Sacramento, 
as a man on the up train, who saw liispbo- 
t >grapb, says he saw him get off the train 
at the Sacramento depot. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


FAILED 
TO 
AOREE. 


T h e C ase o f E d w a rd .1. K e n n e d y , C h a rg e d 
W ith O p e n in g L e tte rs , E tc . 
IS. F. Call, April Sth.l 
Edward J . Kennedy, a youth of 17, was 
tried by a ju ry in the United States Dis­ 
trict Court yesterday on charges of “ delay­ 
ing. detaining, secreting and opening let­ 
te rs '’ which passed through his hands in 
October last, as a special delivery messen­ 
ger connected with the Sacramento Post­ 
office. 
. 
The 
testim ony for 
the 
Government 
showed that during the. m onth named 
about forty letters were missed, and that, 
although complaints were made as to their 
loss, they were not found until nearly two 
m onths after the youth’s discharge, and 
then quite accidentally behind a lot of ad­ 
vices in a bundle deposited on shelves in 
an out of-the-way storeroom. A num ber 
of the letters were addressed to Weinstock 
& Lubin, of Sacramento, and, though some 
were opened, the inclosures were all found 
to be intact. A written confession of the 
lad was also introduced, exonerating all 
the Postoffice employes, and saddling upon 
himself all the blame. 
Upon the stand yesterday Kennedy repu­ 
diated the confession, claiming that he had 
written it blindly at the dictation of Dep­ 
uty Postmaster Leake. The youth proved 
him self a very wide-awake fellow, and told 
an ingenuous story to the effect that he was 
in the habit on Sundays of doing most all the 
work of the employes, so as to allow them 
to attend the games of baseball, etc.; that 
on the day in question he was stamping 
the Oregon mail, which had just arrived, 
and while in the act of cutting the string 
of a package, he was suddenly taken ill, 
and went out, carrying the letters with 
him , and leaving them on the shelves in 
question as the tiist convenient place, w ith­ 
out giving another thought to them . 
To discredit this story evidence was in­ 
troduced that the missing letters have 
stamps of receipt of difierent dates, and 
being from various localities on the slope 
could not have been handled by the de­ 
fendant as Oregon m ail on the day in 
question. It was also shown th at on the 
way out K ennedy passed 
four 
tables, 
against some of wliich he m ust have 
brushed on account of the narrowness of 
the passageway, and ihat therefore the 
shelves in the out-of-the way store-room 
could not have been the convenient place 
for depositing the letters which defendant 
pretended they were. 
Two incidents occurring at the trial 
served to give the case more than a passing 
interest. One was the appiarancc on the 
stand of defendant’s father, a m achinist in 
the railroad shops. H e completely broke 
down in his testimony, giving way to teaas 
like a child, while the son stood unmovOT 
at the sight of his parent’s angnish. 
The other episode was furnished by J. 
W. Stafford, who was the inoney-order 
clerk from November last until after the 
holidays, when he resigned. H is testi­ 
mony was introduced on behalf of the de­ 
fendant for the evident purpose of show­ 
ing the looseness of the m anagement of 
the Sacramento Postoffice. The witness 
claimed that he found, on or about Christ­ 
mas last, a surplus in his casli-sack of 
$200 from some, to him, unaccountable 
source; also that his resignation,although 
voluntary on his part, was indirectly the 
result of a deficit of $170, for which he and 
he only was responsible, according to his 
bonds 
in 
the 
sum 
of 
$15,000. 
Stafford said he pored 
over his ac­ 
counts 
for 
fifteen 
days 
back, 
but 
could not find where the deficit came from. 
Taking ihe surplus found in a particular 
part of a safe, the key to which no one but 
him self had, he reduced the deficit to $270, 
which he also made good on his bond, and 
then resigned, 
completely 
discouraged. 
The witness intim ated that the money 
m ight have been abstracted while the safe 
was open during the day. H e accused no 
one ; yet the fact remained that there was 
a mysterious disappearance of 
money 
which he had to make good. 
Deputy Postmaster Leake, to contradict 
the effect of this testimony, stated that 
Stafford’s resignation was asked on the 
ground of incompetency, and because he 
could never draw up his balance-sheet 
after a day’s work. 
He (Leake) bad be­ 
come tired of rem aining up every night 
until 11 o’clock helping Stafford to strike 
his balance, in addition to his other duties 
as Deputy Postmaster, and therefore urged 
him to resign. 
Judge Hoffman discharged the jury at 
10 oVlock as it was unable to agree. Early 
in the evening, and before being taken out 
for dinner, it stood eight for acquittal and 
four for conviction. 
Upon dismissal nine 
of the jurors favored acquittal. 


TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES.

am endm ents in Michigan were defeated by 
temperance votes. 
J. T. Sully, the 11-year-old son of an at­ 
tache of the California Southern Railroad 
at National City, San Diego county, was 
drowned on W ednesday. 
It is understood that by the provisions of 
the will of Miss Catharine Lorillard Wolfe 
her magnificent collection of paintings has 
been given in its entirety to the Metropol­ 
itan 
Museum of A rt. 
The collection 
lormed one of the finest private galleries in 
the country. 
The old Temple of Latter-Day Saints of 
Jesus Christ, or original Mormons, at K irk­ 
land, O., is again the meeting-place of Mor­ 
mons. 
It was built by Joseph Sm ith, the 
murdered Mormon, and Sidney Rigdon, 
the translator of the Mormon Bible, in 1834. 
But in 1844 the building fell into the bands 
of the Utah branch—polygamists in their 
views—who seceded 
from the 
original 
Church.

T a k e n U x se e n P ic tu r e s .—M. Zenger 
observed a bluish phosphorescent light 
from Mont Blanc after sunset, and he pro­ 
jected the image of the m ountain, when 
ihus seen, upon a plate of a certain “ lu­ 
minous paint.” a well-known phosphores­ 
cent substance. The plate thus exposed 
was afterward placed in contact with a dry 
photographic plate in the dark, and at the 
end ol an hour the image of the m ouutain 
was obtained noon the dry piate. It fol­ 
lows that the images of objects can. as it 
were, be stood up in this way, and after­ 
ward fixed by photography. 
The process 
m ay be useful in photographing stars, and 
perhaps in other ways not thought pf at 
present.

T h e G o v e rn m e n t C o m m issio n e rs to M ak e 
a n E x a m in a tio n N e x t W e e k . 
S an F r a n c isc o , April 8th.—[Special.]— 
The Commissioners appointed by President 
Cleveland to exam ine ihe recently com­ 
pleted portion of the California and Oregon 
Railroad—Messrs. Theodore Cook of Cin­ 
cinnati, Tliaddeus C. Round of Chippewa 
Falls, Wis., and ex-Governor Stoneman of 
this State—held their initial meeting and 
effected an organization to-day. 
It was 
unanim ously decided to m ake Mr. Cook 
President of the Commission and Governor 
Pound its Secretary. The Secretary was 
then, upon motion of Governor Stoneman, 
instructed to address the following letter to 
Senator Stanford: 
San Francisco, April 8 ,188". 
lion. Leland Stanford, President Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company—D ear Sir : The undersigned. 
Commissioners appointed by the President of 
the L'nited States. January HI, 1887, to exam ine 
the sixty m iles o f the California and Oregon 
Railroad 
commencing at the end of 
the 
19181-100 m ile, near the town of Delta, Shasta 
county, Cal., and extending thence northward, 
have convened for the purpose of proceeding 
with such exam ination, and await your pre­ 
lim inary action required by law in such eases. 
The meeting, after some informal con­ 
versation among the Commissioners, ad­ 
journed. W hat the Commission requires 
of Mr. Stanford before commencing their 
work of inspection are maps in profile of 
the route and full statistics regarding the 
cost of surveying, grading and building the 
road. Owing to the present rainy weather, 
the tour of inspection will not be com­ 
menced until Thursday next. 


JU S T L I K E TJRUCKKE. 


T h e “ G em o f th e Alps** D e v elo p s a N ew 
C h in e se S m s a lio n . 


T r u c k e e , April 8lh.—The water tank 
erected by the Chinamen last year at a cost 
of several hundred dollars, and which 
supplied Chinatown with all its water 
privileges, was blown up last night w ith a 
dynam ite cartridge. The tank was a large 
one, built on the side of the hill above the 
late Chinatown. A hole nearly ten feet 
square was blown through the bottom, and 
for 
a 
few 
m oments 
what 
was 
left 
of the late Chinatown was in a per­ 
fect deluge. 
It is not claimed to have 
been done by white men, and two theories 
are advanced. The tank was owned by 
the two Chinese stores that have been 
m aking active preparations for leaving, 
and one theory is that, as they could not 
dispose of it, they concluded to destroy it 
rather than let it fall into the hands of the 
white men. The other theory (which is 
probably the true one) is that some of 
the hangerson about the two Chinese stores, 
tired of 
slaying here 
and 
working 
for nothing, decided to precipitate the job, 
so that tliey m ight get away from their 
owners in tim e for the spring work. The 
fact that no perceptible excitem ent existed 
among the Chinamen 
gives reasonable 
color that one of these theories is correct. 
Jam es Van IJuren was arrested last night 
for cutting off Fong Lee’s cue, and was to­ 
day tried by a jury, who disagreed, and he 
will have a new trial to-morrow.

AND BEGAN SHOOTING AT HIM . 
He returned the fire, but without effect. 
Noble, who was armed with a W inchester 
rifle, also opened fire on the thieves, but 
his gun broke before he had succeeded in 
doing any effective work. Craig, who was 
armed with an old Colt's revolver, suc­ 
ceeded in wounding one of the horses 
slightly. 
The thieves escaped, and riding 
to Paige’s ranch they stole a fresh horse 
and left one of their jaded anim als at 
Chas. 
W hite’s place. 
In the Central 
Colony they stole another horse and left 
their other anim al. The officers are in hot 
pursuit, and will probably soon overtake 
them . 
One ot them is named Frank 
Firm an, and was raised- at I’lainsburg, 
Merced county. The other is Billy Hail, 
an escaped convict. The men were evi­ 
dently recklessly drunk, as they fired their 
pistols and acted in true cowboy style 
they passed through Kingsburg.

A B i b d - D a n c e .—0. F. Holder, the natu­ 
ralist of New York Central Park, thus de­ 
scribes a curious dance of birds: Among 
the birds ot the W estern hemisphere tbe 
cock of the rock ranks next to the crane ;n 
the strangeness of its evolutions. The bird 
is confined to South America, and is about 
the size of a small pigeon : has a bright 
orange web in the male, with a plume-like 
arrangem ent upon the head. It is a proud 
bird, princi[>ally building its nest in rocky 
places not frequented by m an. At the 
commencement of the breeding-season a 
party of birds, num bering from ten to 
twenty assemble, and selecting a clear 
space among the rocks form a ring or cir­ 
cle, taring inward. 
Now a small bird 
takes its place in the center and begins to 
hop* about, toss its head, lift its wings and 
go through all the strange movements pos­ 
sible, which appear to be watched with 
great interest by the rest. 
W hen the per­ 
former is thoroughly exhausted he retires 
to the circle, and another bird enters the 
ring, and so on, until all have been put 
through their paces, when the pairs proba­ 
bly m ake their selection. Often the birds 
are so exhausted after tbe dances that they 
can hardly fly, lying panting on the rocks. 


P r u s s i a n G a m e .—For the year ending 
with March, 1886, the value of the game 
killed in the woods and forests of Prussia 
is estim ated at $3,000,000. Tbe keepers are 
said to have greatly added to the im por­ 
tance of the national game-bag by their 
vigilance in protecting the valuable game 
from the vermin which destroy it. They 
killed during the period named’more than 
a quarter of a m illion head of vermin, 
among which are reckoned foxes, stoats, 
weasel', m artens, polecats, badgers otters, 
wild-cats, and birds of prey. Only font 
wolves were taken, the curious fact having 
been observed that the German wolves fol­ 
lowed the German arm y into France dur­ 
ing tbe winter of 1870, and have remained 
there.

I have received your letter

growing out of the refusal of the award to 
our citizens engaged in fishing enterprises 
of the privilege to which they are entitled 
(either under treaty stipulations or the 
guarantees of international comity and 
neighborly concession), 1 sincerely trast 
the apprehension you express of unjust 
and unfriendly treatm ent of American 
fishermen lawfully found 
in Canadian 
waters will not be realized; but, if such 
apprehension should prove to be well 
founded, I earnestly hope that no fault or 
inconsiderate action of any of our citizens 
will in the least weaken the ju st position 
of our Government, or deprive us of the 
sym pathy and support to which we should 
be entitled. The action of this adm inis­ 
tration since June, 1885, when the fishery 
articles of the treaty of 1871 were ter­ 
m inated under the notification which had 
two years before been given by our Gov­ 
ernment, has been fully disclosed by the 
correspondence between the appropriate 
departments of the 
respective Govern­ 
ments, and of which I am apprised by 
your letter you are entirely familiar. 
An 
exam ination of the correspondence doubt­ 
less satisfied you th at in no case have the 
rights or privileges of American fisher­ 
men been overlooked or neglected, but 
that on the contrary they 
have been 
sedulously insisted upon atid cared for by 
every means w ithin control of the Execu­ 
tive branch of tbe Government. The Act 
of Congress approved March 3,1887, author­ 
izing a course of retaliation through Ex­ 
ecutive action, in the event of a continu­ 
ance on the part of the British American 
authorities, of unfriendly conduct and 
treaty violations affecting American fisher­ 
men, has devolved upon the I’resident of 
the United States exceedingly grave and 
solemn 
responsibilities, comprehending 
highly im portant consequences to our na­ 
tional character and dignity, and involving 
extremely valuable commercial intercourse 
between the British Possessions of North 
America and the people ol the United 
States. 
I understand the main purpose of 
your li tter is to suggest, that in case a re­ 
course to tlie retaliatory measures author­ 
ized by this Act should be invoked by 
unjust treatm ent of our fishermen in 
the future, the object of such retaliation 
m ight be accomplished by 
prohibiting 
Canadian-caught tish from entering into 
ports of the United States. The existing 
controversy is one in which two nations 
are the parties concerned. The retaliation 
contemplated by the Act of Congress is to 
be enforced, not to protect solely any par­ 
ticular interest, however valuable, but to 
m aintain the national honor, and thus pro­ 
tect all our people. 
In this view a viola­ 
tion of American fishing rights, and unjust 
or unfriendly acts towards a portion of our 
citizens engaged in this business, is an oc­ 
casion for action, and constitutes a national 
affront, wliich may give birth to or may 
justify retaliation. 
These measures once 
reverieil, its effectiveness and value may 
well depend upon the thoroughness anil 
extent of its application ; and in the per­ 
formance of international duties, the en­ 
forcement of international rights and pro­ 
tection of our citizens, this Government 
and peopleof the United States m ust act as 
a unit, all intent upon attaining the best 
result of retaliation upon the basis of the 
m aintenance ol our national honor and 
duty. 
A nation seeking by any means to m ain­ 
tain its honor, dignity and integrity is en­ 
gaged in protecting the rights of its people, 
and if in such efforts particular interests 
are injured and special advantages forfeited, 
these things should be patriotically borne 
for the public good. The immense Volume 
of population, m anufactures and agricult­ 
ural productions, m arine tonnage and rail­ 
ways to which these have given activity, 
all largely the result of intercourse be­ 
tween the United States and British Am er­ 
ica, and the natural outgrowth of full half 
a century of good 
neighborhood 
and 
friendly communication, form an aggregate 
of material wealth and incidental relations 
of most impressive magnitude. 
I fully appreciate these things, and am 
not unm indful of the great num ber of our 
people who are concerned in such vast and 
diversified interests. In the performance 
of the serious duty which Congtess has im ­ 
posed upon me in the exercise, upon just 
occasion, of the power conferred under the 
Act referred to, I shall deem myself bound 
to inflict no unnecessary damage or injurv 
upon any portion of the people ; but I shall 
nevertheless be unflinchingly guided by a 
sense of that self-respect which the dignity 
of tlie nation demands. 
In maintenance 
of these, and in support of the honor of a 
Government beneath which every citizen 
may repose in safety, no sacrifice of per­ 
sonal or private interests shall be consid­ 
ered, as against general welfare.

F o r t Sm ith (Ark.), April 8th.—I’atrick 
McCarthy was hanged here to-day for the 
m urder of Thomas ahd John Mahoney, in 
Cherokee Nation, on the 16th of February, 
1886. The evidence was purely circumstau- 
tial, there being no eye-witnes3es to the 
crime. 
McCarthy died protesting his inno­ 
cence. According to the testim ony Mc­ 
Carthy left Radford, Indian Territory, on 
tbe 15th of February, 1886, in company 
w ith Thom as and John Mahoney and Joe 
bproule, bound for 8pringficld, Mo. The 
Mahoney boys had been worKingon a rail­ 
road and had some money and two good 
teams. On the night of the 16th McCarthy 
and Sproule planned the m urder and rob­ 
bery of these boys, and arm ing themselves 
while their victims slept, m urdered them in 
cold blood. McCarthy protested his inno­ 
cence. and with a crucifix in liis hand on 
the gallows vowed he knew nothing of the 
m urder. The general impression here is 
that he was innocent, and that in bis case 
circumstantial evidence lied. H e was a 
nervous man of 60 vears.

reads : 
“ A 
pro­ 
viso to this section gives the Commission 
authority to do Mhis in special cases, after 
investigation. The question may readily 
arise, * W hat kind of investigation is con­ 
tem plated by this proviso? 
It is also a 
well-known principle of construction that 
a proviso in a statute is to be strictly con­ 
strued, and especially when its office, as in 
this Act, is to arm a tribunal 
with 
authority to suspend the operation of the 
statute itself. The character of the inves­ 
tigation, and wherefore intended, may be 
understood to be such as enables the Com­ 
mission to act intelligently, after a'full and 
im paitial hearing of * the parties interest­ 
ed.’ 
There is reason to believe that such 
hearing has not yet taken 
place, but 
that 
the 
order, 
iike 
a 
prelim inary 
injunction, was based upon the petition 
itself and the ex parte affidavits presented 
in support of it. 
If this is true, and the 
history of the proceeding seetns to justify 
this conclusion, it can scarcely be regarded 
as a compliance with the law in the light 
of the well-settled rule ot construction.” 


COMMISSIONER BRAGG MEETS THE ISSUE. 
Commenting 
on 
this, Commissioner 
Bragg said : 
“ The m atter was very care­ 
fully considered. W e had before us the 
sworn statem ent of these folks that the 
facts were thus and so, and that to enforce 
this particular part of tlie law would 
ruin the railroads and greatly injury 
the interests of the people. 
We investi­ 
gated the m atter far enough to satisfy 
ourselves that a thorough investigation was 
necessary, and all we did was to give our­ 
selves three m onths’ tim e in which to look 
carefully into the case. 
Any ordinary 
Court wonld require at least six m onths 
before a decision could be reached. To fire 
right into the railroads and public, w ithout 
atrial, would be like bighw aym anry. W e 
cannot be everywhere at the sam e time. 
We cannot in an hour go from A tlanta to 
Chicago and to Boston. 
We have to give 
ourselves some tim e for investigation.” 


THE BOARD HAS STILL BROADER POWERS. 
Senator Spooner, who has devoted a good 
deal of study to the subject of regulating 
interstate commerce, and particularly to 
the existing law, said to a Star reporter to­ 
day : “ In regard to the act of the Commis­ 
sion in suspending the operations of the 
fourth section for ninety days, the Board 
had not exceeded its legitim ate powers. 
A nd,” he continued, “a broader power is 
lodged in the Commission than it has 
claimed or expressed.” 
Taking up a copy 
of the Act, he turned to the provision which 
authorized the Commission—after an in ­ 
vestigation—to perm it 
a common car­ 
rier to charge less for a long than 
for 
a 
short haul, 
etc., 
and 
tbe 
section concludes : “The Commission may, 
from tim e to time, prescribe the extent to 
which such designated common carrier 
may be relieved from the operation of this 
section of the Act.” 
Under this clause, 
Spooner holds the Board has broader pow­ 
ers than it has exercised. 


caltivatiou we would produce a fig iq u 1 if 
not the same, as the varieties of the white 
tigs of commerce.

of allowing a peach, apricot or prune tree 
to bear year after year until the vital:ty of 
its branches was consumed, they 
ciuld 
from year to year renew its life by b 
ling. 
These trees that we were grubbing 
t of 
our orchards generally hud sound roots, 
and had they been budded from ti ue to 
time while the branches were fresh and vig­ 
orous, the life of the tree could be prolonged 
for years and kept in bearing. 
Persons 
had not yet learned the value of these old 
trees, yet when allowed to go too far bud­ 
ding was impossible. 
He Ihougbt it foolish to assume that the 
culture of oranges would not he a success in 
Central California, for, indeed, that bad 
been already proven beyond a shadow of 
doubt. 
Maiiy of the richest and most 
profitable orange groves of Europe flour­ 
ished in just such a clim ate as the great 
Sacramento valley. As for peaches, apri­ 
cots, prunes, apples, pears, cherries, nuts 
and berries, there was nothing to be said, 
as every one knew Northern California 
produced the finest in the world, and that 
it was the only place in the United States 
where they reached their ultim atum of 
perfection.

Wad-El-W«.rd, 
the 
celebrated lecturer, who is a native of and 
has nearly always resided in Palestine, 
that gentlem an expressed in highest term s 
his appreciation of onr city, the Sacra­ 
m ento valley, and California in general. 
H e said he had traveled all over the world 
but never had found a country possessed 
with such inexhaustible rest urces aDd ad­ 
vantages as tbe Golden State. 
It was his 
opinion that the Pacific slope would in the 
near feature supply not only tbe United 
States with fruit, but 
that onr dried 
and canned goods would find their way 
to every m arket in the world. There was 
no reason, he said, why Northern and Cen­ 
tral, as well as 8outhem , California should 
not produce as fine, if not superior, oranges 
and figs to those grown in Italy, Sm yrna 
and other celebrated Eastern fruit districts. 
No fruit could reach greater perfection in 
this country than tbe fig. 
People had told 
him they bad made many unsuccessful 
efforts to im port the genuine fig of com­ 
merce. He was sure there was a m istake 
here, aud it was his opinion that we 
have m any 
of 
the 
genuine variety, 
but had not cultivated them properly. 
If a good variety of white fig were grafted 1 
or budded into the wild, or w hat is known I 
in Sm yrna as the Banyan (as is done in j 
Smyrna), be had no doubt that with proper

“ I see that some one has been trying to 
head ott the hue and cry against dccollette 
dresses,” said a well-known theatrical m an­ 
ager, as lie toasted bis toes on the steam 
radiator of his comfortable office, ** by 
pointing to the low-necked dresses seen on 
the stage and the general healthfulness of 
the women who wear them .

Y et we never hear of an actress 
taking cold from wearing her flimsy cos­ 
tume. however delicate ar.d trail she may 
be. 
It seems hard to understand why her 
society sister should be any more sus­ 
ceptible. 
I don’t know how it is. but there 
is a peculiar excitem ent about going on be­ 
fore an audience that takes an actress 
safely through exposure that would in­ 
evitably kill her anyw here else. 
You see 
them coming out of their warm dressing- 
rooms on a cold w inter night, dressed in 
their tbin, low cut and sleeveless dresses. 
They sland about the wings waiting for 
their cues, and the keen wind blows down 
their backs and tbey shiver pitifully in 
the cold as though their teeth were going 
to dropout. 
Yon wonder how the poor 
creatures can get through their parts. 
But the instant they bear their cnes 
there is a kind of electric thrill runs 
through them , aud they step out into the 
passage and never feel a particle of cold. 
T he wind may howl around them hard 
enough to blow their wigs off. and it may 
be cold enough to freeze the E flat trom ­ 
bone solid, but they don’t know it. 
Ac­ 
tresses have colds and die of consum ption, 
but they never catch cold or contract con­ 
sumption while they are in their stage cos­ 
tumes. 
I know the case ot a promising 
young woman of a good family who was 
playing at a certain local theater a few 
years ago. She often wore decolette dresses 
ini the stagp, but when she married, and 
left the stage career for society she was as 
well as any woman in America. Two or 
three years afterward she died of pneum o­ 
nia contracted at a hall, where she had ap­ 
peared in a dress cut no lower than m any 
she used to wear on tbe stage. There was 
none p f that peculiar excitem ent that had 
warded oil a cold w hen she was acting, 
however, anil she died from the exposure. 
You see it won’t do to argue that women 
are safe at a bill with low-cut dresses, be­ 
cause they don’t catch i :d on the vage 
when they are so attired. "—.Yen York Mail 
and Express. 


H o w to R e a d . 
It requires only these two things : 
First, 
that we shall read intelligently, and to that 
end that we m aster what we actually do 
read; and, second, that we follow up w hat­ 
ever interest may be aroused in reading, so 
as to m ake the general tenor of our reading 
illustrate itself. 
Any person who will 
faithfully follow these two simple rules for 
one year will be surprised at the extent, 
tbe diversity and the continuity of the 
knowledge he has acquired, and others 
will he equally astonished at the culture of 
m ind and the felicity of speech he has at­ 
tained. 
W ithin a short tim e there will be 
few subjects upon which he will not be 
prepared to speak w ith pleasure to him ­ 
self and others, because there will not 
be many subjects on which he is not 
more or less informed, and of which he 
has not more or less extensively thought. 
As a method of acquiring the almost for­ 
gotten art of conversation no method of 
profound study could possibly surpass 1 ho 
simple method of self-culture we have in­ 
dicated. 
For the greatest charm of culti­ 
vated conversation is facility in apt and 
striking illustration, such as nothing but 
extensive and intelligent reading can im ­ 
part. We do not at all agree with M atthew 
Arnold’s notion that m uch reading of 
many books is an indispensable condition 
of culture : but we do say that to enable 
one to share the conversation of cultivated 
persons, or even to enjoy it as it cau be en­ 
joyed, requires much rending of precisely 
the sort we have described. 
We m ight go 
yet further arid say that any person who 
will read as we suggest will he likely, in a 
few years, to have a more cultivated liter­ 
ary taste than the average college graduate 
ever acquires.—Missouri Republican. 


T lie T im e to E a t F is h . 
I do not allude to tlie tim e year—all fish 
of course, are to be eaten when in season 
only—but tbe tim e of day. This is a m atter 
of greater m om ent than may at first appear. 
Well, then, provided you did not cat too 
heartily of supper the’ night before, for 
breakfast you may have almost any kind 
of dried tish, or ev%n fresh fish broiled. If 
lie has enjoyed a good night's rest, even a 
dyspeptic m ight enjoy kippered herrings oi 
a salmon steak, with broiled eggs to follow, 
for breakfast. This would do him more 
good, and be more easily digested, than tho 
much be-praised devilled kidney. 
Finnan haddock is quite a breakfast disb. 
Fish for dinner comes in well before meat, 
but a tish dinner pure and sim ple is better 
still. 
For supper I do not advise tiib e r boiled 
or fried fish, but oysters may be taken spar­ 
ingly, or lobster or crab, if the evemnir still 
be young. 
Mussels or cockles m ight be 
taken as a forenoon snack. 
Shrim ps and prawns ought, in my «pin­ 
ion, to be eaten before meals, say a quarter 
of an hour before. 
They thus act as a 
tonic, and aid to digestion. 
I may l>e here allowed tosay, parenthetic­ 
ally, that an inch or two of tasty cheese, 
eaten about five m inutes before a meal, will 
do far more good than cheese and ** green 
moat ” after a meal. 
W hat should one drink with fish ? 
I put the question in a paragraph be­ 
cause I have been often asked it. 
Fish 
contains more water than m eat; and for 
this reason, and m any others, I sav that 
the less to drink one has with a fish dinner 
tlie better.— Cassells Family Magazine for 
March. 


H e N e v e r R e a ch ed "A m en. "—A saintly 
individual who tried to offer up a prayer at 
the meeting of his creditors in Queen Vic­ 
toria street, New York, not long ago, did 
not get as far as “ A m en" on that occasion.

BULL-FIGHTING. 


I 


AND ITS ACCOMPANYING RIOT IN 


THE MEXICAN CAPITAL. 


A “ S ociety E v e n t” W h ic h C om es 
to G rief B eca u se th e B u lls 
L a c k ed E sp rit d e Corps.

M exico, April 1,1887. 
The dispatches, of the Associated Press 
have briefly alluded to a bull-fighting riot 
which occurred in the City of Mexico not 
msDy days ago, but few at the North can 
form any conception of what a Mexican 
riot is 
what a maddened, howling, un- 
managable mob may be raised on slight 
provocation. To give you an idea of the 
excitability of the people and the unrea­ 
sonable things they are prone to do, let 
m e tell you what transpired at the bull­ 
fight in question. I was not present m y­ 
self, but have the particulars from an 
Am erican gentleman who witnessed the 
wiid scene. 
The occurrence was by no means a rare 
one in Mexico, but so common are riots 
in the bull-fighting arena, w ith which every 
Mexican city is provided, as to occasion 
little comment here. Indeed, so confidently 
are they expected, quite as a m atter of 
course, "that a detachm ent of soldiers, fur­ 
nished by the Government, are especially 
detailed to attend every performance, in 
every plaza de torres in Mexico, to “ keep 
the peace,” so far as possible. The dis­ 
turbers are generally of the m iddle and 
lower 
classes, who 
are persistent fre­ 
quenters of the arena. The educated Mex­ 
ican of the upper social strata—in whom 
Spanish blood "always predominates—will 
tell you that the sight of gore stirs within 
his hum bler countrymen some savage in ­ 
stinct inherited from their Aztec ancestors. 
In m v opinion, the fault is rather with the 
Castilian clement in this mixed race—for a 
nation such as Spain, which to this day de­ 
lights in the cruel and cowardly sports of 
the arena, must possess more savage in­ 
stincts than ever did the peaceful Aztecs 
before the Spaniards found them . Most of 
the 
MEXICAN PLAZAS DE TORBOS 
Are exceedingly primitive structures—gen­ 
erally a huge circle of adobe, ten or twelve 
feet high, covered outside with plaster 
tinted sky-blue, strawberry red or pale yel­ 
low. The central arena is surrounded by 
a wall of boards, or of unhewn logs, jQs’t 
high enough to prevent the enraged ani­ 
mals from leaping over among the specta­ 
tors. Above this inner wall the seats arise, 
tier upon tier, to the roof—or, rather, to the 
scanty awning which serves to partially 
protect spectators from the broiling sun. 
Usually the seats are rough boards, set up 
insecurely on stilts, with a broad, plat- 
formed space below them reserved for the 
aristocracy, whose servants bring private 
chairs for their masters and mistresses. 
At one side an elevated stall for the m an­ 
agers or judges is partitioned off, and di­ 
rectly opposite is a sim ilar one for the 
music, while the seats upon either side of 
the latter are filled with Government 
troops with their swords and loaded rifles. 
Under the judged sttn 1 a narrow passage­ 
way, securely walled, communicates from 
the arena to the outer pen, where the bulls 
are confined until admitted, one by one, to 
m eet the foe. 
Many plazas de torros are not nearly so 
fine as those above described. I have seen 
a num ber (lile that at Monterey, for ex­ 
ample), whose outer walls are composed of 
frail stalks of wild bamboo, thatched for a 
little space around the edges with dried 
grass, (in which scorpions, centipedes, 
vipers and other vicious creatures love to 
breed and drop down upon you); while 
the seats are slender unhewn logs bound 
together wifh ropes. 
The Plaza de San Rafael, near the Mexi­ 
can capital, is decidedly more swell than 
the average, actually having boxes and re­ 
served seats. It strikes a stranger in Mex­ 
ico as rather grotesque, not to say sacrile­ 
gious, that even 
bull-ring3 should he 
piously named after the sain ts; but he be­ 
comes accustomed to such incongruities as 
a bay-market in the Body of Christ street, 
the wine-shop of the Holy Ghost, the 
dancing-hall of the “ Crown of Thorns,” 
the casino of the Immaculate Conception, 
and the bull-pen of the Blessed Virgin—all 
of which, and many more equally startling 
in nomenclature, may he tound iu this 
funny country. 
The most famous buli-fighter in all Cen­ 
tral America is 


SANO a DOS ANTONIO MAZZASTINI. 
So great is his fame that at every Función 
de Torros in which he is to appear the most 
exorbitant prices are charged. At the fight 
in question the lowest seats and standing 
room sold for $8 each and upward, while 
the reserved chairs and boxes were in great 
demand at incredible figures. 
Don Maz- 
zantini was performing under the auspices 
of a Puebla company—and, by the way, 
th at historic city known as “ Puebla de Los 
Angeles” is now famous for the best bull­ 
fights to be found in the republic. Maz- 
zantini s debut in the Mexican capital had 
been immensely “ boomed” in advance, 
with the view of m aking it a social event, 
second only in brilliancy and importance 
to Patti s recent trium phs here. 
On the Wednesday of the performance 
every avenue leading from the capital to­ 
ward the plaza was crowded with carriages. 
That fashionable boulevard called the 
Paseo de la Reforma (laid out by Emperor 
M aximilian), 
Mexico's 
Broadway—the 
magnificent calle de San Francisco" lined 
w iih palaces—the avenue de Juarez, and 
other streets, were literally packed with 
crowded horse cars, hacks and eager pedes­ 
trians—all moving toward the same goal. 
A round the plaza, for several blocks, Fed­ 
eral troops were stationed, on foot and 
horse, all with loaded Remingtons at their 
backs and bayoneted rifles in their hands, 
while the fierce, sandal-shod " Rurales ’’ 
das'iel abouton theirscrubby little broncos, 
ready, with swords and pistols, for any 
emergency. Around each entrance to the 
plaza stood t> cordon of soldiers with 
drawn bayonets, and others upon horse 
hurried hither and thither among the car­ 
riages, vainly endeavoring to keep the 
avenues open. 
Long before 2 o'clock r. m . the great am ­ 
phitheater was crowded to its utmost ca­ 
pacity, thousands bemg present—including 
a large num ber of ladies, and the beauty, 
wealth, elegance and fashion of the gav 
metropolis. There were two splendidly- 
equipped military bands, which are reck­ 
oned among the finest in the world, and 
every tv here waved flags and banners. Over 
the stalls of the managers and musicians 
floated the national red, white and green, 
with the emblem and escutcheon of Mexico, 
interwoven with the colors ot the United 
Slates and other countries; and when the 
tw o bands struck up together the soul-stir­ 
ring national anthem , 


“ MEXICANOS AL GRITO DE GUERRA,” 
The ' enthusiasm was indescribable. 
For 
a calm-tempered Northerner, sitting peace­ 
fully in his quiet home, it is impossible to 
form any idea of the lever heat of excite­ 
m ent which may possess a crowd like this 
in the tropics, where " as the heated earth 
the hum an clay is kindled." The blood of 
these passionate and unstable Mexicanos 
was already boiling with undisciplined 
fervor—as liable to bubble over in one 
direction as another—to peit the actor with 
roses and diamonds and to poll his carriage 
themselves through the city streets (as 
they lately served Patti), or to demand his 
death if disappointed in him . Such, I 
fancy, m ust have been the popular pulse 
when gladiators fought in the Colisseum in 
the days of Mero, and Roman dames of 
high degree enjoyed the scenes of butchery. 
W hen Mazzantini skipped into the arena, 
gorgeously robed in green and gold, his 
breast blazing with jeweled decorations 
and a thousand little balls dancing all over 
him —a la Castillano, am id the crash of 
bands, the still more deafening plaudits of 
the people and a shower of bouquets rained 
upon him from all sides—nobody could 
have guessed what was soon to follow. 
Now came in half a dozen m ounted pica­ 
dors, in much-bespangled Spanish jackets 
and knee-breeches, m ounted upon strong 
young horses, each picador carrying his 
only weapon, offensive and defensive—a 
long, stout pole, tipped with a sharp iron 
«pear. Then the bull was let in —a heavy, 
dark one—and the intrepid Mszzantiñi 
reeeived 
him 
with 
a 
flourish 
of 
a 
scarlet 
cloak, 
while 
cheers 
from 
tw enty thousand throats actually shook the 
solid wails, and hundreds of hats and 
purses were pitched recklessly into the 
arena by their excited owners. 
Naturally 
the hull was greatly bewildered by all this 
clamor, and whatever fight may have been 
in him was lost apparently in astonish­ 
m ent and dismay. 
He stood periectly still 
in the center of th e arena, gazing about 
w ith frightened eyes, until admonished by 
a sharp prick in the riba from the spear of 
e picador, when he turned clumsily, not 
quick enough, howevéfr, to reach his tor­ 


mentors and tossed another horse over on 
his haunches, continuing to gore him until 
he fell back almost disemboweled upon his 
prostrate rider. 
But the people considered this bull not 
fierce enough, and continued to shout 
“ Afurra 1 Afurra 1” (” Take him away 1” ) 
F inally the luckless anim al, filled v ith a 
wild desire to escape, jum ped the outer 
barrier which circlesa small ring into such 
close quarters that he could scarcely turn, 
where he stood trem bling with terror. But 
he was forced back into the arena, and for 
the next ten m inutes Lhe audience were 
amused by the dexterity with which the 
trained men on horseback stuck the hide 
of the helpless bull full of banderillas, flags, 
huge bouquets ol paper flowers, etc.. fast­ 
ened to sm all hooks which pierced his 
hide. At last Mazzantini drew his sword 
and gave the first thrust. It went through 
to the hilt, but with 


THREE FEET OF STEEL IN H IS BODY 
The bull continued to rush around the 
arena, so close to the barrier that an Am er­ 
ican spectator, out of pity for the suffering 
creature, leaned over and withdrew the 
sword. Bat M azzantini again plunged it 
to the hilt, and the unreasonable bull, still 
refusing to fight or die, the cham pion was 
obliged to sever the spinal cord, which he 
did with great dexterity by thrusting a 
dagger between the anim al's horns. 
Well, one would think that the work of 
murder, with one disembowled horse and 
a rider crashed nearly to death, would 
satisfy the most inveterate frequenter of 
the plaza de torros ; but not so—the people 
were 
evidently greatly 
displeased and 
clamored loudly for som ething m ore ex­ 
citing. 
The second bull, a light red one, came in 
with a bound, pawing the ground, sniffing 
the air and bellowing with rage, but was 
too slow in his movements to please the 
spectators. 
M azzantini’s 
splendid cape 
work partially appease their dissatisfaction, 
and finally another horse is gored, his blood 
and entrails reaching to the ground as he 
tried to drag him self from the arena. The 
banderillos 
and 
bouquets 
were 
duly 
planted, and then Prieto Diego, another 
celebrated fighter, in a uniform of scarlet 
and silver, advanced with sword and cape. 
The thrusts were given, but the bull would 
not charge, and exclamations of disgust 
began to be em phatic all over the am phi­ 
theater. 
The third bull, a black and white one, 
was no better, and the crowd yelled with 
indignation. The tourth, an imm ense red 
beast, stood as quietly as if grazing on his 
native heather, and had to be returned to 
the corral as unw orthy even the steel of a 
picador. Two others were turned in, and 
so tame was this performance that a perpet­ 
ual pandem onium of hoots and hisses 
reigned. The seventh entered with a jum p 
and the spectators exclaimed, “ Esta bue­ 
no !” (“'H e is a good o n e;”) but at the first 
turn he refused to attack the picador, and 
again the crowd yelled with rage. 
The 
several others that followed were little bet­ 
ter, and even Mazzantini came in for a 
share of invective for persisting in attem pt­ 
ing to light the worthless creatures. W hen­ 
ever he picked up a sword or banderillo 
with the intention of using it, hisses re­ 
sounded from all sides, and cries of “ Que 
insulto!" (“ W hat an in s u lt!”) H undreds 
ot spectators left in haste, fearing the im ­ 
pending riot, and iti vain the bands tried 
to drown the storm of angry voices. Above 
the strains of the National Hyntn, and “ La 
Golondrina,” the “ Home. Sweet Hom e” of 
Mexico—rose fierce and fiercer cries of 
“ Muero le empressa! ” (“ Kill the manager!” ) 
In this country 


FROM BAD TO WORSE 
Is a quick transition. 
Now chairs were 
Hung into the arena from every box, some 
of which hit the bull and others the per­ 
formers. The poles from which the colors 
floated were torn loose and thrown to the 
ground. The crowd leaped into the arena 
and pursued the poor bull with chairs and 
flagstaffs,' breaking them into fragments. 
Finally the bull was killed, but whether 
by the sword of a picador or a rain of 
blows, none can tell. Now the arena was 
piled high with chairs, every seat in the 
house haviug beenshurleil into it, and the 
crowd in the upper galleries began tearing 
the woodwork in pieces and flinging it into 
the air, while the wildest confusion pre­ 
vailed. 
Soldiers with drawn bayonets deployed 
around the am pitheater, and others parade 
the galleries w ith muskets 
leveled or 
swords in hand, but in such a crowd there 
was no chance to charge. Quickly as pos­ 
sible the bayonets cleared the benches, 
and then the soldiers formed into a tri­ 
angle, double file, inside the entrance. 
The rain of chairs was then directed upon 
the soldiers, who, with 
drawn swords, 
rnshed upstairs to arrest the offenders, 
while the mob hooted the officers and in 
every case attempted the rescue of the 
prisoners. 
Far and near resounded the 
howls of rage and cries of “Muera el Empres­ 
taría ! Muero Mazzantini." 
But Mazzantini and his troupe were in 
no way responsible for the failure of the 
fight, and at the first outbreak of the mob 
had wisely escaped from the plaza and re­ 
tired to their hotel under a strong escort. 
In the distance more soldiers with rifles 
and bayonets weie seen running to the 
scene of disturbance, and not until late in 
the m orning was the Plaz i de San Rafael 
cleared. Then the scene shifted to the city, 
where soldiers paraded the streets all night 
in squads and companies, while groups of 
excited citizens discussed the outrage that 
had been inflicted upon them. 
It is estimated that the Puebla managers 
m ust have taken in fully $100,000; but tney 
will not be permitted to get away with it 
all, forSenor Canterito, the leader, will he 
sued for “ damages,” and if he escapes with 
a fine of $10,000 he may consider him self 
fortunate. 
We m ust remember, however, that these 
litt'e riots are not confined to Mexico. In 
the refined and peaceful city of M ilwau­ 
kee, on the 20tli ult., a riot occurred

It seems

Using P oison fo r Insects. 
The following sensible rem arks are from 
the pen of John J. Thomas, the veteran 
horticultural editor of the Country Gentle­ 
man : The use of Paris green for the potato 
beetle, and London purple for the codlin 
moth, is always dangerous unless due cau­ 
tion is employed by the operator. 
Every 
year somebody has been poisoned. In one 
case the operator carelessly allowed the 
dust to rise so as to be breathed; in an­ 
other it was freely used on a field of pota­ 
toes ojj the windward side of the dwelling. 
On one occasion poor fences allowed a herd 
of cattle to break into the field and eat the 
potato tops on which the poison had been 
dusted, and three milch cows died. 
But 
the use of this poison will not be given up, 
so long as it proves so effectual, any more 
than the people will abolish railroads be­ 
cause so m any are killed. The num ber of 
persous who perish by railroads is one 
hundred times greater than all who are 
poisoned hv insecticides. For the potato, 
the only harm that can come from their 
use is by careless application; for Paris 
green, being insoluble, can not enter the 
plant nor the tuber; the soil contains 
enough iron to neutralize the poison, and 
the tubers are where the poison never 
touches them . 
Besides, m illions of people 
have eaten the potatoes with perfect im pu­ 
nity. So with the apples in the orchard ; 
no harm can arise if the proper precautions 
are used, of sufficiently diluting the pois­ 
on, keeping on the windward side, doing 
the work eariv in the season and allowing 
m onths of rainy weather to elapse before 
eating the fruit.

T o kio, February 12, 1887. 
W alking down ftom the Seiyoken Hotel 
I took the horse-car opposite the office of 
the Mainichi News for Asakusa. That sen­ 
tence hardly seems possible to be trutliiully 
written, hut yet right here in the capital of 
the Mikado there are not ouiy horse-cars 
and newspapers, but telegraphs and tailors, 
all at work furiously for change, let us 
hope for better, though we dread for worse. 
As I crossed the Xi-horu Bashi (Japan 
Bridge), from which distances are reckoned, 
a nam e came to m y mind, that of W ill 
Adams, whose land this formerly was, and 
for whom it is called the Anjtn Cho, anjin 
m eaning pilot. I never knew much about 
the pilot W ill Adams, until the other day I 
visited Yokosuka and found his grave. 
About three hundred years ago a vessel 
w ith this Englishm an on board as pilot 
came to ICin-shin and w hether Adams was 
taken to Tokio as a captive, or voluntarily, 
I do not know, nor can I form any opinion 
until I learn the character of the wife he 
is said to have left in England ; however, 
he remained and his ship went home. 
Trying m atrim ony for a second tim e he 
settled here by the river and was made by 
the Shogun a Governor of Iletci. 
In 1020 
or 21 he died and his wife and children 
were left, a son and daughter, from whom 
there are Japanese now descended. H is 
wife soon died and they were both buried 
on the hill near Yokosuka, not far front 
Yokohama. 
H is m onum ent is without 
any m ark but is kept in repair and had 
flowers before it the day I visited it. 
A 
street with little brick houses where toys 
of all kinds are exposed for sale leads up 
to the entrance gate to 


THE GREAT ASAKUSA TEMPLE. 
The temple and the surrounding grounds, 
being n favorite resort, are always filled 
with holiday-makers and their country 
cousins, who may well gape in wonder at 
the enormous mass of wood and bronze 
and the display of gilding and color. All 
about the temple and the trees are myriads 
of pigeons, as tam e as household pets, 
which come to you to be fed with the corn 
which is to be bought from the m any old 
women whose stalls are to be seen nnder 
the paper um brellas on every side. The 
effect upon the beholder when he first 
looks up at the graceful curves of the roof 
is of admiration, which deepens to aw e as 
he begins to appreciate the im m ensity. 
Ascending the steps, one sees people at 
prayer, with hands pressed palm to plant, 
touching to see in their earnestness. God, 
our God, will surely hear the prayer, even 
through Buddha, when the prayer is hon­ 
est and from a pious heart. An example 
of faith cure is sometimes to be had here; 
at the right of the m ain altar, but outside 
the chancel rail, is a 


STATUE OF BINDZUEU. 
This statue is quite rubbed out of all re­ 
semblance to the hum an form, for if one is 
ill he has only to rub the part of this image 
corresponding to ihe afflicted member, and 
he becomes whole. Instances of success 
are cited. 
I saw a m other with her little 
child rub the forehead of Bindzuru, and 
then rub that of the sleepy little fellow by 
her side. 
Bimlzuru was a famous anil holy follower 
of Buddha, but one day seeing a beautiful 
woman he sim ply called attention to her, 
which was quite shocking—in fact, so very 
shocking tha poor Bindzuru has never 
been inside of the church rail since. I pat­ 
ted him mysell in a sort of friendly way, 
for there were lots ot awfully pretty girls 
about, looking at the pictures and at me 
with equal curiosity. The panel pictures 
are some of the best I have seen, and appeal 
at once to a European taste. One of a 
lone, riderless horse was full of pathos, but 
as it was a votive offering bung among 
hundreds of cheap prints or straw and pa­ 
pers bundles, I could learn nothing of it. 
Doubtless there is as pathetic a story con­ 
nected with the old gray horse as could be 
told. 
H ere is a shrine where women come to 
pray for a m an—that is. I mean, pray to 
get a m an. Nobody seemed to be in need 
of such a creature to-day, for the shrine 
was deserted. Perhaps some of the women 
at the far end of the temple had their 
thoughts at the place, for I confess it 
would look a little odd to see one just in 
front of it pouring forth her heart-felt sup­ 
plication. It all seemed quite comical to 
me until I remembered that in some coun­ 
tries, where 1 am more familiar, prayer 
meetings and Sunday evening lectures are 
patronized often with the same intent. 


LOOKING FOR A RELIGION TO ADOPT. 
I bought a little tablet of the Goddess 
Kwanon for nty own good, but I afterward 
learned that the possession of it can be of 
benefit to women only. They have the 
little image about two inches high, which 
was fished up from the sea more than 
twelve hundred years ago, and all on ac­ 
count of this dim inutive affair this enor­ 
mous temple was raised. It reminds me of 
a friend at home, who, having bad a pair 
of andirons given him , built a house to 
put them in. The carved beams, covered 
with gold and colored lacquer, and the 
rich appointm ents of the altars, attest the 
wealth of this Monto sect, which is now, 
however, falling away since it has lost 
Government support. 
The Court has no religion ju st now, and 
is looking around for the best (most profit­ 
able from worldly view) among the many 
which have been brought over and are 
offered by the religion hucksters who 
throng the country. 
It angers me to see 
these glorious structures falling to decay. 
The present change is not in the least due 
to the missionary influence. 
It would 
have come without th a t; but the continual 
squabble going on among the numerous 
sects of so-called Christians will do more 
to 
m ake 
an 
atheistic 
government 
than anything else. 
Tbe Japanese, as in ­ 
dividual" and nation, is, I fear, soulless, 
and w ithout depth of character. H e is 
like the beautiful lacquer of his own 
country, fine to look at, brilliant, reflecling 
all things and absorbing nothing. 
Some 
iacqucr will Iasi forever, and much of it 
chips and peels away ; but, good or bad it, 
is after ail only a varnish. 


IS JAPAN TOO PROGRESSIVE.’ 
The Counts Ito and Inottye, the first 
men of Japan who have called forth the 
adm iration of the world by their pro­ 
gressive ideas, have now gone too far, and 
there m ust soon appear some conservative 
men to oppose them . A war with China, 
or some such event, may be the means of 
displacing them ; and I hope front some 
cause this blind rushing into foreign no­ 
tions sim ply because they arc foreign will 
be stopped. The good Empress H aruko, 
respected and admired by ail, m ust needs 
now pl3.v the fool and order her dresses of 
foreign fashion front Paris, cramp the waists 
ol her court into sixteen-inch corsets, stuff 
them and pinch them , curl them and friz­ 
zle them until all the natural beanty is 
gone and the graceful robes of the past are 
replaced by the miserable lies from over the 
sea. A change is not always progress, and 
especially when that change turns beauti­ 
ful women and well-appearing men into a 
company of apes. 
The good Haruko, 
whose pretty picture I have always ad­ 
mired. is now, and ever will be, the lay 
figure of a Paris dressm aker; she will 
live foreign, die foreign, and fill a for­ 
eign grave, but let us hope that when 
she rises again with foreign wings she will 
not snub respected Jim m u because he did 
not wear a “ swallow tail.” At all this 
M utsuhito (‘‘ Meek Man ") looks on and 
approves, forgetting surely his posi'ion as 
the one hundred and tw enty-third Mikado 
of an unbroken descent when he apes 
with the others about him . No one can 
help but love Japan, and grieve at this 
wholesale slaughter of the beautiful. The 
telegraph, the post, steam in all branches, 
European food are all advantages, but con­ 
found the man or woman who would turn 
a pretty girl into the semblance of a grace­ 
less. tasteless Digger squaw. Three store 
ano tet^íre fhe "years alioTTed hr'SffT'SfirTT 
am thankful there is some chance of mv 
always being able to gladden m y eyes with 
the sigat of a pretty musume. for they can­ 
not all be metamorphosed in tbe time re­ 
ntal nir.jr to me. Heaven send to this lovely 
land t. conservative leader. 
Parents of 
Japan, teach yonr children that what is 
good, be it foreign or native, and teach 
them to choose for goodness enly, not for 
fashion. 
When Japan rebuilds and rehabitates her 
temples and shrines, if dedicated (I hope) to 
Jesns Christ, or to the alm ost Christiau 
teachings of Buddha, when an apprecia­ 
tion of tbe beautiful is evident in the life 
of yonog Japan bv its desiie to be real and 
not imitate simply for tbe fashion, and 


progress is the upward, not the level, I 
shall believe there is som ething worth hav­ 
ing beneath this om nipresent lacquer. The 
first acts of the French Revolutionists, as 
the destruction of the Bastile, were good; 
but becoming intoxicated, they m ust m ur­ 
der their king and defy God. There are 
other revolutions than political, other m ur­ 
ders than of kings, other wild intoxications 
and blasphemies, and as in Paris, under 
the narneof liberty, so in Japan, under the 
nam e of progress, the brainless mob fol­ 
lows a brainless leader. 


A TEMPLE W ITH MANY GODS. 
B ut here we are in the large garden 
about Asaksua—many shrines with flowers 
before them . The god of travelers attracts 
my special attention, and I feel like hang­ 
ing up a pair of shoes at the gate before the 
Nt-o, for all who would be good walkers 
had best m ake such an offering. Services 
are being held in a sm all tem ple in the 
rear of the large one. 
I see two candles 
burning on the altar, priests and people 
kneeling before it, ail praying aloud in low 
tones and now and then bending, while re­ 
peatedly a musical bell is ru n g ; it is in­ 
deed a beautiful sight—the two candles 
casting a faint glow in the somber interior 
upon the gold caivings. while the sunlight 
outside throws in a beam now and then 
which plays about the tracery of the outer 
arches. As God is everywhere, a Christian 
can take off his hat before such a picture 
w ith a feeling akin to reverence. 
A 
huge block of stone with inscriptions 
upon it is 
placed upon 
the back of 
a stone ftuitle, Buddha seated in beatific 
repose upon 
the lotus, stone lanterns 
as memorials, anil little shrines like kiosks 
abound. 
A sacred white horse stands in 
his stall and people buy corn in sm all bits 
to feed him ; next to him is a wooden rep­ 
resentation of a brown horse. The side­ 
shows about Asakusa are innumerable, 
and photographers invite you to inspect 
their work and take a sitting. One had a 
lot of pictures of little naked babie3 which 
were the prettiest, bright-eyed tots I have 
ever seen ; w ith little shaved heads and 
tufts of hair just back of the ears, they 
look quite like the Japanese dolls we have 
at home. I should like to m ake a collec­ 
tion of Japanese babies, but drown the 
boys at fourteen and send the girls to a 
convent to keep them away from the dress­ 
m aker. 
Here are some students on their 
way hom e; they wear a uniform cap, a 
cross between a Glengarry and an Oxford, 
a most abominable outrage, to wear which 
is surely a capital offense. 
In one inclos­ 
ure are kept some long-tailed cocks, the 
longest feathers m easuring twelve feet. 


a n o v e l b o o k -r e a d i n g d e v i c e . 
I forgot to m ention the odd device for 
“getting through'’ tbe religious books of 
Buddhism , which, as they num ber nearly 
seven thousand, would require more than 
a lifetime. To make this possible a certain 
Chinese priest thirteen hundred years ago 
invented a revolving book-case. 
In this 
all the books are placed, and by a push the 
whole thing is turned around on a pivot. 
If it turns three times it is equivalent to 
one reading of the scripture. 
1 admire the 
invention very much, and think a revolving 
library would be a good substitute for a 
circulating one, where the books are chosen 
as in some towns I know of. 
The pagoda is five stories high, and from 
it a tine view is obtainable, but as it is now 
under repair, I am obliged to content m y­ 
self with a memory of iast year. 
The neatest place to rest after a long 
walk, fall of such wonders and annoyances, 
is in a genuine Japanese tea house, where 
no tables, chairs nor foreign gewgaws are 
visible, but where seated, upon the soft, 
matted floor with shoes off, you are served 
by the cunningest little misses in bright 
colored robes with warm sake, or with 
Fredericksburg beer direct from California. 
They are very zealous to serve you, and 
hop about with the appearance of robins, 
twittering together and laughing at your 
ungainly attem pts with the chopsticks. 
A 
little shy of foreigners at first, they soon 
become less tim id when they see that you 
are not given to the usual roughness of the 
visiting barbarian, and are 
soon busy 
teaching you the names of the various 
dishes ihey bring to you. They are the 
sweetest little creatures imaginable now, 
but what a picture when they have pro­ 
gressed to tbe stage of slatternly barmaids, 
with banged hair and run-dow n heels. 
Sake is the national bev erage, and is a 
brewing of rice; it is always taken warm 
in cups as delicate as a rose leaf, and has 
the taste of sherry wine. 
I do not think it 
is so strong as is generally supposed, es­ 
pecially the best kinds. 
Eels broiled in 
long strips, with bits of pickled bamboo 
sprouts, followed bv a preserve of sweet 
lotus roots and a mild cigarette, arc things 
which dispose one to be in good hum or 
w ith the world, anil I left the little tea­ 
house, with its pretty occupants standing 
at the folding or sliding-screen (saying with 
the ftiuniest baby accent, “ Come again 
to-morrow” ), in a frame of m ind almost 
kind enough to have forgiven Haruko, had 
she asked me then.

band and stiil more by the autom atic pro­ 
cess. 
Any stenographic m achine may be 
employed to translate the spoken or written 
words into signs, but it is the Micuela m a­ 
chine which has been used hitherto. In 
this the operator sits before a keyboard of 
twenty keys, and by pressing them he pro 
duces" npon a band of paper graphic rep­ 
resentations of the words he desires to 
record, and from this paper they can be 
read. 
By the aid of this m achine a practical 
operator can report at the rate of 200 words 
a m inute. 
T hat is faster than the most 
rapid orator can speak—80 to 180 words a 
miinnte bting the lim its of speed for the 
most grave and the most impassioned. In 
a fortnight a person can learn to read the 
printed characters, while it 
.akes six 
m onths' practice to become a rapid oper­ 
ator. 
The object of M. Cassagnee’s invention is 
to cause the stenographic m achine to pro­ 
duce this band at distances, it may be 
hundreds of miles, with the same rapidity 
as it does when the paper is in the ma­ 
chine itself. To this end the keyboard and 
printing machines are connected by a tele­ 
graphic wire.

Many dcml-saison costumes have em­ 
broidery and passementerie placed flat 
against tbe goods. These trim m ings are 
often in the same shade as the m aterial. 
Capotes for wear with the dresses are al­ 
ways in corresponding colors. 
For in ­ 
stance if the suit is blue, with beige em­ 
broidery in several shades, the capote may 
be of beige lace for the crown, and of blue 
velvet for the brim, and the trim m ing con" 
sists of an aigrette in the two colors. An­ 
other style for trim m ing this capote is to 
have the crown blue, and the beige brim 
worked w ith beads. 
The plum es and 
flowers are shaded like the passementerie 
on the dress. Various shades of brown 
and green m ake beautiful suits of this kind. 
Small visites and m antles are also in the 
same colors as the dress. 
Faille, which 
is more used at present than any other m a­ 
terial, is most suitable tor these garments. 
Ottoman also serves for the purpose. There 
are very becoming costumes in brown, 
beige or gray, combining plain w ith era 
broidered taille, or with stripes in two 
shades. The plain faille serves Tor the tu- 
nique, and the stripe for the underskirt 
ami trim m ines. 
The waist is of plain 
faille. The visite of the same goods has 
passementerie in the shades of the stripes. 
Plaids are combined w ith plain 


MATERIALS BOTH IN SILK AND WOOL. 
A model for one of these dresses has the 
underskirt of a light quality of velvet with 
pale stripes on a reddish brown garment. 
The tunique of plain beige faille consists of 
a polonaise w ith the waist and skirt clos­ 
ing in a bias down the front. The goods 
is draped on the side and falls in two 
pointed flaps with the ends drawn in under 
passementerie 
ornaments. 
The upper 
part of the wai3t opens like a fichu, and has 
fancy velvet in the open space. 
The 
rather full sleeves have deep velvet cutis. 
The costume is completed by a tiny cape of 
beige faille, with a hood lined with velvet. 
The cape is lined with beige plnslt. 
It is 
short in the back, and has sm all ends in 
front. The hat tor wear with this suit is a 
turban of the fancy velvet, with a beige 
aigrette fastened by a long buckle of steel 
and imitation rubies. The caps can be re­ 
placed by a visite and the turban hat by a 
capote without strings in the colors of the 
dress. The simplest work for 


WORSTED WALKING PRESSES 
Is braiding sewed sideways instead of flat, 
with a very little gilt lacing or thread in­ 
term ixed. The braid is in a darker shade 
than the goods. 
A more dressy style for a 
woolen suit is white or colored cloth, with 
much embroidery on the Hat skirt and 
waist. 
There is a kind of rough curled 
work in seven shades of one color. Silk 
somewhat like Lyons satin, only heavier 
and softer, bears this same embroidery. 
Some fashionable Parisian houses have 
abandoned 
all 
complicated 
draperies. 
Skirts fall straight and arc taken plain 
over the hips, w ith the backs slightly 
draped or straight. They are gathered or 
plaited to the belt. Sontesilk skirts have 
full silk ruchings on the lower borders. 
Very richly embroidered crape scarfs will 
be used. 
They are very light and are 
fringed on the borders. 
They are tied in 
long loops down the sides or back. 


JACKETS AP.E PREFERRED 
To all other garments for young girls. 
Many of them are very sim ply made. They 
have often false vests and puffings in front. 
Suits for ordinary daily wear are in com­ 
binations such as" dark blue trim m ed with 
red. The front of the tunique forms a long 
apron. The waist is a jersey in the same 
color and of a tine quality of goods. 
Over 
the front there may be a puffing of “ ca- 
roubicr” surah or a white baptiste plas­ 
tron. 
Sometimes the jersey only has a 
narrow band of red silk coming a little 
above the collar. 
The most serviceable 
dress for ordinary use has the tunique or 
polonaise raised iu apron style. 
As it is necessary in order to be in the 
style at present to have m any changes of 
dress, some variations of trim m ing are re­ 
sorted to, by mean3 ot which the toilet may 
be altered to serve in m any ways. 
For 
young girls and young women it is best to 
have flat waists, without trim m ing, partic­ 
ularly in the case of garm ents intended for 
evening wear. 
A waist can always be 
trim m ed, bnt when trim m ed it m ust re­ 
main so, as all ornam ents and work leave 
m arks which render them perfectly useless 
when removed. There are m any ways of 
changing the effect of both high and low­ 
necked waists. If, for example, 


SOMETHING LESS DRESSY 
Is required than a low-necked or open 
waist, there are “ guimpes” that serve ad­ 
mirably tor-the purpose. These “ guimpes” 
are 
of white, black or cream “ point 
d'e3prit” tulle, or of black brocaded gauze 
worked with pearl or with cristal beads. 
There are several shapes for these guimpes. 
Some form waists which are shorter than 
the waist of the dress and are either cut 
like the latter or like a blouse. The blouse 
is gathered full around the neck and has a 
plain or fancy velvet collar, with beads. 
The beads are oiten on a double band of 
gauze. They are rather large and arranged 
in three rows. On the lower part of the 
guimpe, whether it is in waist or blouse 
shape, there is teaded fringe or lace. The 
belt is of ribbon to match the toilet or of 
velvet like the collar. 
The sleeves are 
generally wide and have lengthwise plaits. 
NVa's s may also be covered by crossed, 
draped and plaited fichus. They are white 
and pink, white and bhre, or white with 
the color of the dress. The plaits alternate 
in the two colors. 
H alf high “crepe de 
chine” 
fichus 
serve 
over 
low-necked 
waists. 
Plain, 
high-necked waists are 
made dressy by the addition of some 
draped 
lace 
placed 
down 
the 
front, 
and by a ruching of the same around the 
neck, or by a piece of lace falling flat like a 
turned-down collar. The same trim m ing 
is on the lower part of the sleeves. Small 
ribbon, bows are among the lace. Another 
model is a vest, which is usually of gauze 
lined with very light silk in the color of 
the gauze. On either side of the vest is 
headed 
galloon 
or 
light 
embroid­ 
ery cut out and applique to the gauze. 
The vest may also be of beaded tulle. 
High-necked waists may be turned in on 
either side and liDed with white silk to 
prevent these parts from becoming soiled. 
A plaited fichu is placed on the sides of the 
open part. 
Gathered iace is also employed 
for this purpose. 
r 


FASHION FOR THE HAIR. 
Parisian ladies are at present much con­ 
cerned as to whether the hair is to be worn 
over the forehead or not. It will’be some 
time yet before the prevalent style can dis­ 
appear altogether, as it is very becoming to 
most faces, while the hair taken back over 
a vety high forehead is not at all pretty. 
There is, however, not as m uch hair worn 
over the face as in the past, as the fringe is 
lighter and there is often a lock of hair 
tsken back in the center of the head, while 
the two side pieces are crimped. 
Many 
young girls and young women have their 
"hair divided in the center with a kind of 
raised bandeaus on the sides, but very few 
ventnre the coiffure a la Chinoise. 
It is 
difficult as yet to tell what styles will be 
“ de rigueur” for dressing the hair, bnt 
there is certainly a tendency to have it le3s 
high. 
The fashion of 
shell pins has 
brought into use a sm all “ giraffe comb— 
a dim inutive of the large Spanish comb. 
Many jet, steel and shell pins are worn in 
the hair. They are placed here and there 
in the knot on top of the head. 


DRESSES FOB LITTLE GIRLS 
Are as varied as those for ladies. Small 
jackets are much favored. They have tight- 
fitting backs and they open in front over a 
vest of guimpe. They either term inate in 
a small postilion w ith a bow, or else the 
back forms long pointed ends lined with 
light colored silk which are taken up to 
the waist like loops. 
In front of the waist 
or jacket there may be a piece of velvet or 
embroidered goods. The jacket closes on 
either side of the plastron by means of a 
flap, or it has a bell on the lower part. 
S >nie basques are cut on the lower borders, 
while others form loops. Another style is to 
have the jacket closing on the side, and 
with a long basque. Russian blouses arealso 
in use. Guimpes are of embroidered mus­ 
lin, tulie and lace, and of all tissues in 
open work. 
I’lastrons and inserted pieces 
are of velvet and embroidered stuffs. Em ­ 
broidered white cloth is most elegant for 
plastrons and vests. 
It also serves for the 
cuffs. Dresses for babies from 3 to C years 
of age are pretty when made of cream- 
colored woolen goods and trimmed with 
bands of Bulgariau or Russian embroidery. 
The same arabesque designs are on the 
white cloth vest. 
Ribbon bows are much 
employed on children's dresses. 
In addi­ 


tion to their being on the shoulders 
of waists, they also form the fronts of 
shirts or jackets. For the latter arrange­ 
m ent the bows are sewed to a piece 
of plain ribbon and usually extended down 
one side only, as the skirt sometimes opens 
over a panel. W hite and light-colored 
skirts are effective when combined with 
dark-colored or plain velvet. 
Light blue 
veiling in Danube shade harmonizes well 
with dark Scotch plaid. Children's cos­ 
tumes may also be in subdued tones, such 
as light brown, beige, or cream. The 
skirts, vests and puffings are of cream or 
light beige French faille, while the jackets 
are of light cloth or faille, anil the bows 
are passementerie in light brown. Little 
boys also wear silk vests, but their jackets 
are plainer than those for girls. They 
have, however, pockets. 


A SPRING SUIT FOR A MISS 
Is of steel gray woolen goods embroidered 
in the same color. The underskirt is plain 
and full. The tunique opens down the 
right side, where it falls in straight plaits 
to the lower part of the skirt. The left 
side is draped. 
The back is m ounted to 
the belt in large plaits. 
Bauds of em ­ 
broidery are around the border and up the 
sides where 
the tunique opens. 
The 
pointed gray vest laces down the front. 
The upper part of the vest opens over 
a white surah plaited guimpe. 
W hite 
cloth revers on either side of this open 
part are worked with red. 
They form 
a sharp point on either side of the upper 
revers, which extends over the jacket and 
reaches to the sleeve. The revers become 
very narrow toward the lower part. The 
tight-fitting jacket has a rather long basque 
and is surm ounted by embroidery. The 
sm all straight collar bears the same work. 
The sleeves are tight-fitting and high on 
the shoulders, and 
are bordered with 
embroidery. 
A red cravat around the 
neck is tied in a bow in front without ends. 
The dark-gray straw hat for wear with this 
dress has a narrow brim turned up on one 
side. It is trim m ed high, with red ribbon 
loops and ostrich tips in the same color. 
An evening dress for a miss is of light pink 
faille and crepe de chine in the same color. 
The plain falle skirt is plaited to the belt. 
The crape tunique fails long in front, and 
is draped high on the side. The low­ 
necked waist has no darts. 
Down the 
front is a crossed crepe fichu, plaited and 
fastened on the shoulders under pink rib­ 
bon loops. Sim ilar loops fasten the fichu 
on the lower part. 
Long, undressed kid 
gloves are worn in a very dark shade.

THE PHYLLOXERA. 
Our W orst Vine P est and the Extent Cf 
Its D evastations—K nown R em edies. 
In a recent letter upon California wines 
and vineyards, written by Major Ben C. 
Truman, and published in the New York 
Times, appears the following concerning the 
phylloxera: 
It is in Napa and Sonoma counties where 
the phylloxera has made sad havoc, and 
where almost whole vineyards have been 
destroyed. The ravages of this marauder 
still go on, and as vet, where vineyards 
cannot be submerged, there has been no 
certain means of complete eradication. 
New vines on resistant stocks are planted 
in place of the sick and dead ones, and it 
is hoped that this will be the means of 
getting rid of thedreaded “insect” intime. 
These new vines bear here in three years, 
whereas in France it takes from seven to 
eight. Great care in selecting new vines 
is exercised by growers, who disinfect all 
cuttings; but,'generally, few care to admit 
the presence of phylloxera, os they seem 
to feel that such admission jeopardizes their 
interests in more ways than one, and es­ 
pecially those who are occasionally obliged 
lo sell or mortgage their estates or crops. 
It is a curious fact, and one not generally 
known, that the phylloxera is a native of 
America and not of France, and that its 
depredations in the latter country during 
the past five years has cost France nearly 
twice as much as the Franco-German war 
—the last three vintages having shown a 
decrease of 100,000,000 gallons a year, and 
the terrible falling off in 1886 of more than 
a quarter of the average yield. 
The death of the unsuspecting fly after 
crossing the threshold of the murderous 
spider is not more certain than the destruc­ 
tion of the vine after a singie insect has 
traveled down its stem and fixed its pro­ 
boscis into a root. This marauder may he 
seen by the uid of an ordinary magnifying 
glass. " It resembles a cheese louse—some 
say a beetle—more than anything else, 
and undergoes numerous changes. The 
male does not amount to much, except as 
progenitor, so far is known, and contents 
itimself with a limited sphere, so to speak, 
a sort of cheerful worker at home. But 
the female is an energetic, vivacious thing, 
and takes to herself wings, and flies from 
one vineyard to another, banqueting 
here and there amid fragrance and 
luxuriance, and at a proper time de­ 
positing eggs in the enfoliations of the 
upper part of the root. From these eggs 
come generations, which culminate in 
thousands of millions during a single sea 
son, all females, and called nymphs. These 
nyntphs move vigorously in their career of 
mischief and tap first the tenderest part of 
the root in a virulent way. After having 
arrived upon the outer edge of a vineyard, 
over which they have ruinously foraged, 
these unsatisfied nymphs come to the sur­ 
face, and either sight or scent another vine­ 
yard from afar, and, seemingly at a signal 
take flight in a body, and in a tew moments 
swoop down upon heretofore untouched 
vines and proceed with their devastating 
repast. The reader will readily understand 
by this description of the habits of the phyl­ 
loxera in California the secret of the de­ 
structiveness of French vineyards, which 
succeed each other in unbroken plats for 
miles U |khi miles, while in Napa and So­ 
noma many of the vineyurds are great dis­ 
tances apart. “ The pest has an enemy, 
however, in the shape of an active ant, 
which sometimes chases the phylloxera 
pell-mell through our American vine­ 
yards,” said Mr. Kohler to me one day 
while at h¿5 place in Glen Ellen. “ The 
French have not been so fortunate, as they 
got the phylloxera from us, hut did tint 
get the ant. The French call the pest Phyl­ 
loxera vastatrir., because it devastates. The 
French have so far failed entirely itt their 
efforts to rid their vineyards of this cruel 
destroyer, and ttre now turning streams of 
water Upon their lands where it is possible 
to do so. which is a sure way of extermi­ 
nation ; for. as you know, the phylloxera 
have never put in an appearance where 
irrigation is carried on. Whole vineyards 
have been destroyed in Napa and Sonoma 
counties. But ail new outlines are disin­ 
fected and grafted on resistant stocks, 
which, with the festive ant, which chases 
up and devours the enemy by the tens of 
thousands a minute, will in a short time 
undoubtedly repel the phylloxera alto­ 
gether. Sometimes the female lays her 
eggs on the under side of a leaf. She gen­ 
erally deposits thirty eggs, which hatch 
out in a week—thirty females—which, in 
turn, deposit thirty eggs, and these gener­ 
ations of females come along about once a 
week for eight weeks, the production dur­ 
ing that time being, as you may see, nearly 
58,000,000,000 of female phylloxera ! W hat 
do you think of that? W hat wonder is it 
that thousands of acres have been de­ 
stroyed here»and millions in France?" 


The .Starry H eavens ill April. 
The student of the stars will find the 
April nights full of material for observa­ 
tion. Five planets—Venus, Jupiter, Saturn, 
Uranus, and the asteroid Vesta—are visible 
at the same tinte in the evening. Three of 
them—Jupiter, Uranus and Vesta—are in 
the constellation Virgo. Jupiter, in oppo­ 
sition, is the feature of the mouth, for the 
princely planet will shine throughout the 
night from dewy eve till the morning breaks. 
He is bright enough to cast a shadow, and 
keen-eyed observers may pick one or 
more of his moons or even look upon the 
giaut of tlte system dwindled to a point in 
the full daylight. Saturn is in quadrature 
and adorns the western sky with his se 
rene presence, diversifying his course by a 
conjunction with Delta Geminorunt, mak­ 
ing a charming picture that all who arc 
inclined may watch with the naked eye, 
opera glass, or telescope. Venus holds her 
court in the west, rising higher in the 
heavens every night, and winning tributes 
of admiration from all beholders. Slow- 
moving Mars plunges behind the sun, and, 
reappearing on his western side, com­ 
mences a course as morning star that 
next 
year 
will 
bring 
him 
near 
enough to be success ul!y interviewed 
by terrestrial telescopes. Last, but not 
least, the Easter full moon pours a flood of 
silver light over the peaceful earth, and is 
so beautiful that we teel like granting her 
absolution for piutiDg out the small stars 
and dimming the luster of the larger 
ones. A noteworthy feature in the moon’s 
course is that on the 7th, at noonday, 
the day before the full, she was in perigree, 
or at her nearest point to the earth. Her 
diameter was then 33' 27”. On the 2d of 
March she was in apogee, or at her greatest 
distance from the earth. Her diameter was 
then 29' 26”. The Easter full moon will 
therefore take ou her largest as well as her 
fairest proportions.—Providence Journal.

WHAT THE AMENDMENTS 
PROPOSE 


On Tuesday next the people of this State 
are to vote upon three amendments to the 
Constitution. W e have frequently pointed 
out the need for these measures, but the 
day of election being near at hand it is 
timely to recapitulate the reasons that 
should insure their adoption. 
• 
In briefest terms, the propositions are to 
give the Governor power to fill a vacancy 
upon the .Supreme bench for the unexpired 
term, instead of until the next general 
election, as the law now stands. 
To confer upon the Supreme Court the 
power to elect from its membership a pre­ 
siding officer known as Chief Justice, in­ 
stead, as now, making that selection a 
matter for political contest. 
To erect the present Supreme Court 
Commission into a department of the Su­ 
preme Court for four years, instead of re­ 
taining it merely as a Board of Secreta­ 
ries, without power to render judgments, 
and thus withhold it from giving the aid 
imperatively demanded in bringing the 
business of the Court from arrearge up to 
date. 
To give any five Justices of the Su­ 
preme bench power to certify to the physi­ 
cal or mental incompetency of a member 
of the Court, and thus secure his retiracy 
and the substitution of a working mem­ 
ber. 
The retired Justice is to be given 
the reasonable salary of §250 a montli for 
the uiiexpired portion of his term. 
To facilitate the business of the Court 
it is provided that two Justices in a de­ 
partment may pronounce a judgment, but 
three must have “ heard ” the case. At 
present the concurrence of three is neces­ 
sary. 
It is provided that the Justices shall re­ 
ceive a salary of $7,500, instead of 50,000. 
The reasons for these amendment» are 
strong and convincing. 
That relative to 
removal of incompetents advocates itself, 
and no one wili venture to say that a 
worn-out and overworked Justice so re­ 
tired should not he put upon a pension in­ 
come for the rema'iider of lib term. 
This 
assurance will, like the proposed increase 
of salary, have the tendency to invite the 
best men to the bench, and the Stale is en­ 
titled to the very best talent in that high 
office. 
As we have said, many of our Su­ 
preme Judges have been overworked. The 
strain and the treadmill existence break 
dov» their powers and leave them at the 
end of their terms unable to resume prac­ 
tice or engage iu the active affairs of busi­ 
ness life. 
A few fine lawyers are still in 
practice who iiave served out terms, but 
they were all short terms, nor were their 
duties anywhere nearly so exacting as 
those now put upon members of the bench. 
The demand for rapidity of work ia uni­ 
versal : the search through the reports of 
the n.anv States and countries, and the ex­ 
amination of the marvelously expanded 
literature of the law is now incomparably 
more extended and exhausting than were 
such labors a 
few years ago, while no 
Court in the country is called upon to 
handle so much business. 
The Bar Association of Pan Francisco 
has shown by undeniable statistics that 
our Court has more work put Ujion it than 
any other of like high character. 
Since 
its reorganization in 1879, with (>04 cases 
on the calendar, it lias had before it 4,858 
new eases—an average of (>94 per year. 
It has disposed of 4,555, or an average of 
650 cases in a year. 
With the increase of 
population and business, the number of 
eases will annually increase also. 
The 
Supreme Court of the United States, with 
nine Judges, in the past five years has 
decided but 1,520 cases, or 304 a year— 
less 
than 
half 
the 
average decided 
by our Court. 
The Court of Appeals 
of New York has 146 cases less annually 
than our Court; tl*e Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania 285 eases less and Massachu­ 
setts 303 cases less per year. 
In Califo.- 
nia the jurisdiction for appeal begins at 
$300 involved; in the Supreme Court ot 
the United States it is 85.000, and in New 
York $500. 
But in that State there are 
intermediate appellate tribunals which re­ 
lieve the Court of Appeals, that is purely 
an appellate Court and has no original 
jurisdiction as has our final Court. 
We 
have in California sixty-nine 
Superior 
Courts deciding cases, nearly all of which 
may be taken to the appellate Court—first 
to a department, then liefore the Court in 
bank, and finally upon a petition for re­ 
hearing; and, since 1879, 1,000 petitions 
for rehearing have been before our Su­ 
preme bench. 
I f we would discourage litigation, we 
must have a stable line of decisions; to 
that end we should command the best- j 
equipped and trained talent, and such sn- j 
perior efficiency will not yield the large 


practice it always has, for reward very 
greatly less than it receives at the bar. 
We are making constitutional law ; not for 
the present or the incumbents of the Su­ 
preme bench,but for all time; for a system 
that is to endure. 
We are endeavoring to 
profit by experience, and that lamp lights 
our way to the new amendments unmis­ 
takably. 
The Supreme Court is years behind in 
its business. 
It must have the aid of the 
Commission to 
put it 
upon 
its 
feet 
again, 
and it 
must be 
given power 
to 
clear 
itself 
at 
any 
time 
of 
members no longer equal to 
the 
dis­ 
charge of duty. 
Upon this bench de­ 
pends, in large measure, the stability of 
the Government, the quietude of titles, 
the right and speedy settlement of business 
issues, the enforcement of the criminal 
law, the interpretation of legislative en­ 
actments, and the check upon legislative 
abuses. 
We canuot afford, therefore, to 
belittle this arm of the Government, or 
practice false economy concerning it. 
The amendments also propose an in­ 
crease of salaries of several of the Superior 
Judges, and the same reasons apply in 
that as in the ease of the Supreme bench. 
The Superior bench has fallen from the 
high estate of the old District Courts, and 
it is time we took steps to invest it with 
something of the value and importance of 
its predecessor. 
The best legal minds 
should be called to this lesser branch of 
the judicial system, but meager salaries 
will not do it. 
The Conrt should at least, 
in reward for its ability, be put upon the 
plane of an average lawyer of ordinary in­ 
come from the practice of his profession 
The wise policy for a State always is to 
pay well and have the best. 
There is no 
economy in under-salarving any member of 
the judiciary. 
The wise policy, the dis­ 
creet policy, the ]>olicy that pays best, is 
that which rewards liberally for thorough 
capacity. 
Concerning appointments to the bench 
for unexpired terms, that would unques­ 
tionably be an advance step. Good lawyers 
are rare who for a few months’ term of 
laborious duty will sacrifice a practice that 
may have cost them the best years of their 
lives to obtain. 
The law is a jealous mis­ 
tress, and once deserted will not readily 
return to its old love. 
The lawyer who 
once gives up his business seldom if ever 


wholly regains it. 
The third amendment is a provision to 
give cities power to make their own char­ 
ters. It is an effort to attain that desirable 
end—nearness of government to the peo­ 
ple. 
It proposes to release cities from leg­ 
islative and lobby interference with do­ 
mestic concerns, and to give to the people 
of municipalities the privilege of legislat­ 
ing for the corporations in all matters as 
local need and economy. That thisamend- 
ment will meet with any objection what­ 
ever from sensible people is not at all 
probable. If the amendments are defeated 
it will lie due to the neglect of the people 
who ought to vote for them, and the nar­ 
row ideas of public duty, official reward 
and State economy, entertained by those 
who are likelv to vote against them.

for this necessary protection to the voter, 
whose “bread and butter” may depend 
upon the inviolability of such privacy. 
Again, it is not clear how this scheme is 
to prevent the bosses from operating as 
they do now, and applying their methods 
at the registration office. The party ticket 
would remain as it is, and the list printed 
by the county would be industriously dis­ 
posed of or contemptuously ignored. 
To 
make his plan even half way effective, he 
should provide against the issuance of any 
party tickets at all. 
The 
whole 
registration-nomination 
scheme appears to be unwieldy and im­ 
practicable. 
For instance,. where there 
are from 40 to 50 offices to be filled and 
from 80 to 250 candidates, the selection at 
registration of a name for each office would 
tend to keep busy men away from the reg­ 
istration desk, while the illiterate and ig 
norant, not to mention the scheming and 
vicious, could make the registration room 
a torture chamber. 
Those training under 
the bosses would be diligent in registering 
early, and “ often,” if permitted, while the 
men of business would more than likely 
largely neglect to register at all. 
But the 
scheme has this good feature: it would 
render it possible for the aspiring man 
who is unwilling to submit himself to boss 
methods to put his name before the people. 
Except in municipal and educational 
administration party is necessary, and re­ 
form must begin within it and should have 
all such aid from the State as can be afford­ 
ed. It must simplify rather than involve the 
means of making the will of the people 
known. 
The reform that is to be effective 
in the end will be that which is “ backed ” 
by so strong a public sentiment that the 
bosses and their following will be found in 
the minority; and they will be, if the “fair 
play” men of party will assert themselves. 
W hen they do, the open caucus and fair 
primary will give free expression in nomi­ 
nation. 
But until they do this, until they 
rise equal to the bosses and superior to 
their methods, we shall have no reform 
worth the mention. 
Says Mr. Richard H . 
Dana, there is no use in scolding electors 
for the neglect of which political corrup­ 
tion is born. 
Perhaps not, but until the 
neglectful cease to be such, political venal 
itv will flourish. 
But, while we are of the opinion that 
Mr. Field’s plan is impracticable, his in­ 
dictment of bossism is of highest value. 
Along with John Fisk, Theodore Roose­ 
velt, Prof. Sumner, R .H . Dana, Prof. Alex. 
Mitchell, Prof. H. C. Adams, Geo. Wm. 
Curtis, James Parton, and a score of other 
eminent thinkers upon the subject, he has 
enlisted in a crusade that must be crowned 
with victory. 
They differ as to methods, 
but they reflect the better sentiment of the 
day— that the bosses must go, and the 
theory of our government, that the voice 
of the people is the law of the land, be re­ 
alized in practice. 


David Dudley 
Field, whose sagacity 
and legal ability are of the first order, has 
touched a vital part in our political l>ody 
in a series of essays recently upon the dan­ 
ger to our system from the rule of bossism. 
Ilis case is well stated, his proofs marshaled 
admirably, his plea for open nominations 
and free elections vigorous and incisive. 
His contention is, that practically the 
people now have neither. 
This is an ex­ 
treme view of the case. 
There are nomi­ 
nations, and not a few, that are spontane­ 
ous, that make themselves, and which 
Imsses, ring-rulers and strikers cannot pos­ 
sibly prevent or postpone. 
But it may 
well lie said that the free nomination, in 
which all the men of a party are at full 
liberty to take part, is the exception, and 
the “ cut and dried programme” the rule. 
So, too, in elections, in most cases, the 
people have bnt the choice between candi­ 
dates who have been nominated by rival 
rings. 
As Mr. Field puts it, “ iu this fair city 
of New York, as often as an election comes 
round, 25,000 persons instruct 250,000 or 
300,000 voters whom to vote for. 
They 
are, indeed, told that they may vote for 
whom’they please, but if they do not vete 
for the candidates named by the 25,000, 
the vote might as well be thrown away. 
The electors are as much restricted to the 
list made out for them as if the actors were 
by law divided into two classes—one called 
the nominating class and the other the 
voting class.” 
This kind of government 
Mr. Field, in his exasperation, denom­ 
inates an oligarchy. 
lie believes it to be 
unendurable, and that if not changed, “ it 
must end in a catastrophe.” 
But it w ill be changed ; the system of 
self-government in America is not to fail. 
Its destiny will uot be worked out until it 
itas demonstrated its capacity for purity. 
But there must be a “change,” as Mr. Field 
says, and this will come when the moral 
sense of the people has so quickened that 
bossism of every degree is wholly and ut­ 
terly odious in the eyes of the electors. 
The remedy Mr. Field would have applied 
was 
suggested 
by 
himself 
in 
No­ 
vember last, 
and 
approved by Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, Amos K. Fiske and others. 
In brief it consists in making the elective 
privilege dependent utxm activity in the 
nominating privilege. 
Thus, when the 
minds of the people are awakened to the 
gravity of the evil, and the awfulness and 
extent of political corruption, he would 
have them set up a system by which citi­ 
zens can be “compelled” to take part in 
nominations to office so far as deprivation 
of the elective franchise for inactivity 
would be a compulsory method. H e would 
have every voter register, and on register­ 
ing name the person he desires nominated, 
and that the persons thus nominated by a 
certain number, 
say 
a tenth of the 
voters, shall be deemed the nominees, and 
their names be printed by the county as 
such, and tickets distributed at public cost 
bearing such names. 
Fearing that this 
plan would be held faulty, Mr. Field forti­ 
fies it by a supplemental suggestion, that 
only those persons shall be named by an 
elector who have been in writing pre­ 
viously “recommended” by a given number 
of citizens. 
The weaknesses of this “new idea” are 
many, but recital of a few will suffice. 
The “recommendation” plan would utterly 
debar the man from candidacy whom the 
people might desire to take up at “the 
last moment/’ and after the time for regis­ 
tration had passed. 
Moreover, recom­ 
mendation would not necessarily constitute 
evidence of fitness, since there is no man 
witli an itching for office who is so poor in 
friends as to be unable to secure the re­ 
quisite number of signatures to a “recom­ 
mendation.” 
The nominating at registra- j 
tion would be valueless unless it could be 
secret, and Mr. Field makes no provision 


WHY 
THERE 
IS 
NO 
QUARANTINE 
STATION. 


Says the San Francisco Alta of yester­ 
day: 
Our people who were not before aware of the 
fact, are unpleasantly impressed by the knowl­ 
edge that there is no quarantine station in this 
harbor. 
We are 
compelled to quarantine 
against the whole Mexican and South American 
coast, and against Asia at times, and our sea- 
wise trade is with the countries where the yel­ 
low fever, cholera and small pox are nearly 
always at home, and yet we have not a single 
facility for properly discharging the duty 
thereby imposed upon our sanitary officers. 
In the name of goodness, has the Alta 
been sleeping these many years ? 
AVhen 
and where did it discover that any of the 
people of San Francisco did not know until 
last week that there is no quarantine sta­ 
tion in their bay ? 
The truth is, all San 
Franciscans whom it was material to have 
know it, have known it all along. 
The 
fact was vividly impressed upon them four 
years ago, when the State Board of Health 
—acting in conjunction with 
a 
body 
representing Congress—labored day and 
night with the Legislature to secure the 
condemnation of grounds for a quarantine 
station, and the erection of suitable build­ 
ings to which 
quarantined 
passengers 
could be removed. 
The application was 
bitterly opposed by the San Francisco 
press, and the one 
only and solitary 
“ reason” advanced was this: “ It i s a 
scheme through which Chinese immigrants 
may be landed.” 
The Alta asks that an 
appeal be made to the Federal Govern­ 
ment now for a station. 
The Federal 
Government did act, and its officials, be­ 
cause of the attitude of San Francisco, be­ 
came disgusted and withdrew from the 
consideration of the matter. 
Let the curi­ 
ous examine the reports on this subject. 
Congress was not only willing, but very 
anxious to co-operate with California in 
establishing the needed station; but, as we 
have said, the unreasonable opposition and 
the amazing stupidity of the San Francisco 
press on the subject, negatived action, 
since without the aid of the San Francisco 
delegation nothing could be accomplished 
in the Legislature. 
The same thing oc­ 
curred two years ago— the cold shoulder 
at one time and hot opposition at another 
on the part of San Francisco preventing 
action. 
Our State Board of Health went 
so far as to select grounds and report upon 
the respective merits of several “ sites.” 
In the last Legislature the Board of 
Health did not present the matter—its 
former experiences having considerably 
broken down its faith in the wisdom of 
the San Francisco delegation, and dissi­ 
pated its hope of success. 
The people of 
San Francisco have, therefore, known that 
there is no quarantine station on the bay; 
no hospital or grounds to which to remove 
the quarantined; and that these do not 
exist to-day, and that a quarantined ship 
in San Francisco’s harbor is likely to le- 
come a breeding place for infectious and 
contagions disease, is due wholly and alone 
to the opposition of San Francisco, and 
this is a fact the people of San Francisco 
also know. 
The whole matter was at the 
time so exasperating, because of San Fran­ 
cisco’s attitude, that at this distance of 
time something of the spirit of indigna­ 
tion then felt still stirs us. 


brain evolved, there is breathed no harsh­ 
ness;

“ HONEST FOOD” PROTECTED. 


SAXE. 


The death of John G. Saxe, which oc­ 
curred last week, marked the removal of 
an American poet whose merits as a 
literary genius are not uniformly confessed. 
AVhile one class of scholars pronounce him 
merelv “ a poetic jester,” another find in 
his verse the true ring of wit and the flow 
of rare humor. 
Saxe was a w it; 
this is 
demonstrable; that he was a great writer, 
or a poet above the loftier plane will 
never be contended. 
H is wit ran with 
the present; it had little or no prescience; 
it led him only along pleasant ways, and 
by its excess of caution made him too 
mindful of the sharp edge of criticism. 
Beneath his graceful poetic pleasantries 
there is in Saxe’s writings a sentimental 
vein as pure and sweet and gentle as ever 
graced the page of any poet. 
H e was a 
man with a heart broad enough for all the 
world, charity with ever open arms, and 
love beyond measure for bis fellows. 
In 
all the hundreds of poems his versatile 


The oleomargarine law of New York 
has been tested and declared to be con­ 
stitutional by the Court of last resort. The 
Act of Congress on the subject differs from 
all other regulative measures in this, that 
it does not seek to control the profits or 
conduct of a business in itself devoid of 
wrong and fraud. 
But the manufacture 
of oleomargarine involves its use by many 
under disguise. 
That is to say, while the 
manufacturer may be honest enough in 
putting forth the product for just what it 
is, dealers and second and third hands are 
under strong temptation to pass it oil' as 
genuine butter, and in thousands of cases 
this is done. 
The law by a tax and license 
system is intended to prevent this fraud 
and at the same time to properly guard from 
encroachment the great dairy, and inci­ 
dentally the agricultural interests of the 
country. 
The law of New York is aimed mainly 
at prevention ol fraud in representing 
oleomargarine to be 
butter. 
Lippman 
Arensberg, of Brooklyn, manufactures oleo­ 
margarine. 
líe sold it as natural butter, 
and so labeled and disguised it as to closely 
resemble the genuine article. 
H e was 
brought to trial for violating the State 
law on the subject, and was lined, and on 
appeal the case went to the Court of Ap­ 
peals. 
It was argued in behalf of the de­ 
fendant that the prosecution was in viola­ 
tion of his right as a citizen to carry on 
the business, which is the production '“ of 
a wholesome nutritious article of food con­ 
taining all the essential elements of genu 
ine butter.” 
Judge Rapallo, in deciding 
the case, took occasion to say: 
Assuming, as is claimed, that butter made 
from animal fat or oil is as wholesome, nutri­ 
tious and as suitable lor food as dairy butter ; 
and is substantially the same article, excepting 
as regards its origin, and that it is cheaper; and 
that it would be a violation of the constituí 
tional rights and liberties of the people to pro­ 
hibit them from manufacturing aud dealing in 
it, for the mere purpose of protecting the pm 
ducers of dairy butter against competition, yet 
it cannot be claimed that the producers ot but­ 
ter made from animal fats or oils have any con­ 
stitutional right to resort to devices for the pur­ 
pose of making their product resemble in ap­ 
pearance the more expensive article known as 
dairy butter, or that it is beyond the power of 
the Legislature to enact such laws as they may 
deem necessary to prevent the simulated article 
being put upon the m arket in such a form and 
manner as to be calculated to deceive.- If it 
possess the merit which are claimed for It, and 
is innocuous, those making and- dealing in. it 
should be protected in the enjoyment of their 
liberty in those respects; but they may legally 
be reguired to sell it for and as what it actually 
is, aud upon its own merits, and are not entitled 
to the benefit of any additional m arket value, 
which may be imparted to it by resortihg to 
artificial means to make it resemble dairy but­ 
ter in appearance. 
And this covers the whole question. 
If 
oleomargarine is all that its friends claim 
for it, why attempt to put it under a false 
title? 
AVhile Congress and several of the 
States have legislated to make oleomar­ 
garine sail under its own colors, Missouri 
has taken a step backward and repealed 
her laws that, prohibited the manufacture 
of the article without clearly exposing and 
stamping upon it its true character. 
The 
dairy interests in Missouri are directly in­ 
jured by the repeal, and the next cam­ 
paign is likely to ring with the complaints 
of farmers and dairymen and manufact­ 
urers of cheese. 
Indeed, the protest is 
already so strong that it lias become de­ 
cidedly unpleasant for Governor Marma- 
dnke, who approved the repealing Act and 
thus made an assault upon “ honest food ” 
and important natural industries. 


T h e Mayors of Sacramento, San Jose, 
Marysville, Santa Cruz, Benicia, Stockton 
and Los Angeles ; and the Boards of Trade 
of San Francisco, Oakland, Santa Cruz, 
Petaluma, Santa Rosa and Los Angeles, 
have issued an appeal to the voters of the 
State to vote for Amendment Number 
Three next Tuesday. 
These representa­ 
tives of the chief cities and towns of the 
State represent that under the present law, 
cities and towns are divided into classes, 
and all cities in each class are governed by 
the same charter ; that it is very evident 
that many of our cities have outgrown 
their original charters, and in seeking to 
fram? ne .v ones it is found to be impossible 
to meet the different conditions and the 
requirements, present and prosj>eetive, of 
etch individual city and town. 
That this 
amendment will enable each city, in a 
properly guarded manner, to provide for 
its own necessities. 
Fifteen freeholders, 
elected by the people, may draft a charter, 
which is to be submitted to a [Kjpular vote, 
if adopted and approved by the Legisla­ 
ture. 
It will then become the charter of 
the city. 
In a word, it provides for local 
self-government. 
This is a succinct state' 
ment of the case, but it is subject to much 
enlargement. 
The reasons, however, for 
sustaining this attempt to bring govern­ 
ment nearer to the people are so self-evi­ 
dent and strong, that we do not deem it 
nec?ssary to.elaborate them further than 
we have done elsewhere in this issue, and 
heretofore on several occasions. Let voters 
keep this truism in constant view : 
the 
closer vour government comes to you, the 
better for it and you ; the further it is re­ 
moved the more danger there Is of your 
liberties being subordinated to the influ­ 
ences foreign to free government. 


T h e interstate commerce law has not 
only thus early proven a boomerang and 
dealt blows to 
the 
very people who 
thought Hi m a k e i t t h e ii).riJumenj^for_tlie: 
puni-hcitnt of railroad companies, bnt it 
has brought to the front ven* grave ques­ 
tions of its constitutionality. 
Thus, while 
CongrtkJby the Constitution is given the 
power it. regulate commerce, it is argued 


that the hill goes beyond that jurisdiction 
in regulatiug and practically prohibiting 
in many cases movements that are not 
commercial. 
For instance, the removal 
of a citizen from one State to another is 
not commercial, nor the carriage of his 
household goods to his new home “ com­ 
merce.” 
So, too, travel by an immigrant 
can scarcely be said to he commerce. 
Moreover, the question very seriously 
presents itself whether the true construc­ 
tion of the Constitution does not limit the 
power of Congress to the supervision of 
the States to the end that they shall not 
erect barriers to commerce between the 
citizens of the States.

The apartm ent thus provided for the 
kindergarten is a higli basement room, 
forming the first floor of the school build­ 
ing upon the asylum grounds. 
It is 25 by 
621 feet in size and 81 feet in hight. The 
room is lighted with thirteen large W in ­ 
dows, protected by outside blinds. The 
interior woodwork is grained a light color, 
and the walls and ceiling are a smooth 
hard-finish and white. A blackboard three 
feet in w idth'extends around' the entire 
room, and a gilt molding for hanging pict­ 
ures also forms a border at the upper edge 
of the wall, with m any pictures already 
in place depending from it. 
Fifty seats 
are provided, with little kindergarten seats 
in front of each, all of which furniture is 
of light-colored wood, finished and var­ 
nished in its natural color. The apart­ 
m ent is exceedingly light and cheerful, and 
is perfection for the purpose intended. 
There are at present 150 inm ates in the 
Or)inan Asylum, of which 110 attend the 
schools held in the upper rooms of the 
building in which the kindergarten is to be 
situated. These schools are taught by Mrs. 
M. L. Bassett and Miss Nellie Miller. The 
forty younger children are to be instructed 
in the new class-rooms. This is a very im ­ 
portant adjunct to the education work in 
the Asylum —the work of m aking these 
dependent orphans intelligent, self-helpful 
and useful members of society. It has not 
yet been determined just how soon the 
kindergarten class will be opened, but the 
good work so successfully and generously 
provided for should be put into operation 
at the earliest possible date. 


M etro p o litan T h e a te r, 
Edwin Booth’s reappearance here last 
night after ten and a half years drew out 
a brilliant and appreciative audience; the 
house was crow ded; the very few seats 
vacant, bung sold, and empty probably 
because of the severe storm prevailing. 
The play was "H am let.” The years since 
he was last seen here have not lessened 
Mr. Booth's powers, nor modified his 
splendid coinage of art. 
H is H am let yet 
rem ains the m ost masterly of all interpre­ 
tations of that perplexing character. 
His 
study of the part has revealed it to him in 
a light consistent with the view ot H am ­ 
let’s perfect sanity, his assumption of m en­ 
tal unbalance anil his lack oi firmness in 
purpose to 
prom ptly 
do as he 
wa3 
moved by his own 
desire 
and 
the 
dictation of his father’s spirit. 
His H am ­ 
let clearly presents this infirmity in the 
character of the Danish Prince. 
The fin­ 
ish of his style, the intensity of his read­ 
ing and unstudied action, the absence of 
rant or noise or great physical dem onstra­ 
tion ; the thought rather than the action 
that gives life to character in liis hands ; 
the perfection of his elocution; his re­ 
m arkable ability in materializing, as it 
were, the text with which he deals; the 
marvelousness of 
his facial expression ; 
the skill with which he works out all the 
varied and delicate shadings, and portrays 
the deeper emotions of the characters he 
personates—all testify to the overshadowing 
genius that glows in his art, and to the 
splendid natural dramatic gifts with which 
he is endowed, and which have made him 
the foremost actor his country has pro­ 
duced. Of an artist of Booth’s reputation ; 
of one who has put himself upon the 
loftiest plane of excellence in his art. it is 
not needed that his method should be 
analyzed, or his splendid performance be 
referred to extendedly. F or Booth is known 
far 
and 
wide 
as 
the 
unchallenged 
leader in his art in America, if not 
in the world. Mr. Booth's support, so far 
as “ H am let” develops it, is not satisfying, 
nor commensurate with the demands of 
his splendid abilities. The better persona­ 
tions were Ophelia, by Miss Em m a Y aders; 
the Ghost of Charles Barron—the leading 
m an in support—and the Laertes of Mr. 
Sullivan, and the Gravedigger of Mr. Faw ­ 
cett. All these were played with sensibil­ 
ity and correct conception of the character 
represented. As to w hether Mr. Ahrendt 
conceived 
the 
true 
idea 
of 
Shake­ 
speare's Polonious will probably remain a 
disputed point. 
Accepting it as a correct 
interpretation, his reading was excellent. 
This afternoon Mr. Booth will appear as 
Richelieu. It is less broad than Hamlet, 
and affords him fewer opportunities to deal 
with the finer emotions, but it enables him 
to present a wholly different phase of char­ 
acter, and one involving more of cunning 
and deception, and m uch of the subtle 
and craft of hum an nature, and which is 
most difficult of presentation with life­ 
like fidelity. 
B ut 
naturalness 
is Mr. 
Booth's rule, even at the sacrifice of the 
conventional, for his interpretations are 
never strained, and nature is never sacri­ 
ficed in order to advance personal gains. 
To-night Mr. Booth appears as lago. 
He 
has played the piece here before, and by 
m any it" is deemed superior to any he un­ 
dertakes. W e rem em ber it as a splen­ 
did picture and an interpretation of dis­ 
puted text, consonant with the highest 
intellectual estim ate of it. 
It will possi­ 
bly be the last tim e Mr. Booth will play 
to a Sacramento audience. 
Here he jnade 
the substantial beginning in his wonderful 
career- here he comes after over thirty 
years of success to present to the people of 
this city evidences of the wisdom of their 
judgment, when, over a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago thev indorsed him w ith em pha­ 
sis, and predicted for him a career of 
brilliancy that would eclipse that of any 
other Am erican dram atic artist.

THE JERSEY LILY. 


THE REASON WHY MRS. LANGTRY 


WENT ON 
THE STAGE. 


W hy She Separated from H er H us­ 
band—A L audable D esire to Get 
R ich —F uture Prospects. 


Charles M endum, who for two years was 
the private and intim ate business manager 
of Mrs. Langtry, does not believe that the 
Lily will m arry Mr. Gebh&rdt for some 
tim e to come. 
“ H er idea is to become independently 
well off and possess a fortune that she has 
m ade by her own exertions. Rich as Mr. 
Gebhard is, she would not be satisfied to 
divide his money. 
W hat she wants is her 
own. She has but two great dreads in life 
—one is getting old, and the other is to be 
poor and old. She has often said to me, 
and it was evidently, therefore, an idea that 
struck h e r: 11 want a half a m illion se­ 
curely invested so that I cannot lose it. 
Then I shall leave the stage and devote m y­ 
self to myself. U ntil then nothing shall 
swerve me to this side or that.' ” 
Mr. Mendum thinks the Lily now has 
from $350,000 to $400,000 put aside—all of 
it pretty nearly in American mortgages. 
At first she sent her money to England for 
investm ent—about $50,000 of it. After that 
she got an American lawyer and began her 
American investments, which, all of them, 
bring her from 5 to 0 per cent.; fully 
double the interest she would get in Eng­ 
land.

The 
fact is, she soon found the value of Geb­ 
hard as an advertisement, and hum ored 
him accordingly. 
Love him , no. There 
was never the slightest indication of even 
interest in him so far as I could see. 
You 
can always leave those things to a woman, 
and m y wife was of precisely the same 
opinion as I was. 
“ He was always very polite and deferen­ 
tial, and never attempted the slightest 
fam iliarity. H e never gave her a present 
during the whole tim e he traveled with 
us, but every night he sent her a bouquet. 
It did not m atter where we were, he always 
m anaged to have the bouquet on hand. 
Sometimes he had to have them sent from 
other cities. 
These 
bouquets 
usually 
decorated the breakfast table the next 
m orning.” 
"H ow about the likelihood of adivorce?” 
asked the reporter. 
"T here was no likelihood when I was 
with her, and she evidently appeared satis­ 
fied with the m utually agreed upon sepa­ 
ration that had taken place between her­ 
self and her husband.

The Langtrys had been in 
London society for several years, and while 
m oney had been going out absolutely 
nothing offered itself whereby something 
would come in. A t last Mrs. Langtry be­ 
came desperate. H er social successes had 
been very great in London, but these very 
successes cost a great deal of money. At 
length it came to the tim e when only a few 
hundred pounds were left. 
Mr. Langtry 
had been doing nothing, and she had been 
urging him to find some business that 
would give him a maintenance. She got a 
sum from h er father, and with that she 
already had secured enough to buy an in ­ 
terest in the phonograph, then a great in­ 
vention and generally believed to be prac­ 
tical.

She crowded the H aym arket The­ 
ater. 
They then wanted her to go on a 
tour through the country at the sameprice, 
but she saw that it she could draw in Lon­ 
don she could draw still better in the prov­ 
inces, so stie went on her own hook.

A feature of the strikes thus far during

T he R esults Very Largely A gainst the 
Laboring Classes. 
The Sew York Evening Post of the 23d 
instant publishes the follow ing: 
It now rem ains to chronicle the results 
ot the num erous strikes (including lock­ 
outs) throughout the country within two 
m onths. The figures given are compared 
with sim ilar totals for 1886, as printed by 
Bradstrcet’s, January 8th last. The latter, 
it is true, are not based on as complete data 
as are the totals concerning strikes thus far 
during 1887. It is entirely safe, however, 
to regard tbe totals for January and Febru­ 
ary, 1886, as including 85 per cent, at least 
of the aggregate num ber of employes in­ 
terested, while the total num ber of strikes 
includes probably "JO per cent, of all of im ­ 
portance taking place. The record for 
1S87 is believed to be fairly complete. 
W hile a num ber of insignificant disturb­ 
ances may have been omitted, it is thought 
tb at nearly all having a m aterial or wide­ 
spread influence have been accounted for. 
To obtain this record an extended corre­ 
spondence and a free use of the telegraph 
has been required, as may be inferred from 
tbe fairly complete tables given in connec­ 
tion with this article. 
In January. 1887, there have been re ­ 
ported 92 strikes and lockouts, involving 
over 73,300 employes, as compared w ith 19 
strikes and 47,200 employes daring Janu- 
arv. 1886. Of the former, 88 strikes, in­ 
volving 63,300 employes, were concluded by 
February 28th, while four strikes, including 
10,000 men, were still open. 
Of the 10,000, 
about 8,000 are New England boot and 
shoe factory hands, locked out as a protest 
against K nights of Labor dictation as to 
shop m anagem ent. The num ber of shoe 
operatives locked out or on strike February 
1. 1887, was 
approxim ately 
8,400; on 
March 1 ,1S87, 5.900. The num ber out in 
various small strikes is about 900, as against 
400 February 1st. In the great lockout in 
W orcester county there has been a gain, 
though not closely definable, by reason of 
new help hired in and old hands returning 
on the employers' terms, to some extern. 
It is estim ated tbat the total out there 
February 1st was 8,000, and March 1st, 
5,000. The first m ay be too large, the 
second too sm all. The total num ber of suc­ 
cessful strikes, of the January list, includ­ 
ing compromises as successes, was 31 (out of 
88 ended by March 1st), involving 18,173 
employes. As January strikes of 63,300 
employes are ended, this shows that about 
30 per cent, of the employes have thus far 
been successful. The prospect, however, is 
fo ra sm aller percentage of successes after 
the term inatióu of the boot and shoe lock­ 
out. The totals of failures are 57 strikes 
and 45,127 employes, about 70 per cent. In 
January, 1886, 
9 
strikes 
(with 23,300 
strikers) were successful, nearly one-half, 
w hile 10 strikes (with 23,900 strikers) weie 
failures. 
In February, 1887, there were 74 strikes 
and 26,000 strikers, as compared with but 
5 strikes and 10,700 strikers in February, 
1886. By the close of tbe m onth 51 strikes, 
involving 20,000 strikers, had ended, and 
•j strikes (with 6,000 strikers) remained 
unsettled. Of the 51 strikes (with 20,000 
strikers) ended/12 strikes (5,350 strikers) 
had been successful, a little over SO per 


1887 has been found in the increase 
" sym pathetic ” strikes—the stopping from 
work of employes of others than those 
parties to the dispute, in order to force con­ 
cessions from the parties seally in interest 
by disorganizing productive and distribut­ 
ing agencies. As may be seen from the 
list of strikes given herewith, no fewer 
than 41,000 employes struck in sym pathy 
with the 4,000 New Jersey coal-handlers 
and Old Dom inion Steamship Company 
’longshoremen, although in no wise per­ 
sonally interested in those disputes. 
It is 
also worthy of note that nearly 35,000 in ­ 
dustrial employes have been thrown out of 
work within two m onths through inability 
to secure coal or supplies of raw material 
on account of strikes of others. 


E ffects of the “ Oi.eo” Law.—Assist­ 
ant State Dairy Commissioner Van Valk- 
enberg of New York, discussing the effects 
of the oleomargarine law in his State, said : 
“ It is true that State dairy butter is no 
higher now than it was two years ago at 
this time. The reason, however, for this is 
plain. Previous to the enactment of the 
law thousands and thousands of cows 
throughout the country were allowed to go 
dry throughout the winter, because, in 
m any instances, butter would only bring 
six or seven cents a pound to the farmer. 
But when the oleomargarine law passed 
the price of genuine butter went up all over 
the country. The dairy business was stim ­ 
ulated to a high degree, and enough butter 
was produced to keep down prices here. I 
estimate that over $3,000,000 w orth has 
been produced. This shows w hether the 
butter business has been benefited or not. 
T hink what the law has done for tbe con­ 
sumer, in giving him good butter for the 
price which he has heretofore been com­ 
pelled to pay for tbe bogus article. This is, 
after ali, the great gain. The recent strikes 
have also done much to depress the butter 
m arket. Of the 10,000 grocers in New York 
and Brooklyn, not 200 have taken out 
license to sell the stuff. In round numbers, 
I should say that one-tenth as much oleo­ 
margarine is now sold as before the passage 
of the law.” 


“ T hf. V ital S park.”—Miss Jenny Hill, 
known as the " The V ital Spark," is play­ 
ing a boy character in a Scotch theater at a 
salary of $250 a week, which is said to be 
“ the largest salary ever paid a woman in 
pantom ime” in the land of the thistle. 
But the “ Vital Spark” did not suddenly 
burst aglow as a star of the first magnitude. 
She had a hum ble beginning, and now in 
her prosperity is fond of referring to it. 
She began playing the “ Goose” in a panto­ 
mime at sixpence a night. 
H aving a good, 
strong voice, and rising in her profession, 
she subsequently tilled an engagement in 
London at fifteen shillings a week, which 
engagement required the singing of forty 
or fifty songs a night, scrubbing tioors in 
the daytime, and m aking herself generally 
useful. 
H er next great enterprise was get­ 
ting married at 14 years of age, and with 
tbe added responsibilities of a husband on 
her hands her energies were redoubled. 
B ut playing nightly to crowded and ap­ 
plauding audiences and drawing the com­ 
fortable salary of $250 a week, Jenny H ill 
says she is not half so happy now as when 
she represented the “ Goose” at twelve 
cents a night.

T he Colors of Canaries.—W ith regard 
to the yellow color of the canary bird and 
its testimony to Mr. Darwin's theory, it is 
said that, after domestication in Belgium, 
Germany, and England (a point with which 
tem perature or climate may have had 
som ething to do), the birds threw un on tbe 
feathers sm all patches of yellow of lighter 
color, and by carefully matching those 
birds that had the largest num ber of these 
patches the breeders at length, and after a 
considerable period, succeeded in obtaining 
bright and uniform yellow color, more 
closely resembling w hat are called tbe 
“ clear" birds of to-day. But the applica­ 
tion of the phrase. “ canary color,” to indi­ 
cate a special shade of yellow, though gen­ 
eral, is not justified by the facts. Canaries 
of pure breed are to be found of many 
colors. W hole breeds are green; and, by 
feeding on pepper and other seeds, canaries 
have been produced of cinnamon and coffee 
color, and even of red ; and. in the Lizard 
variety, the bird, though yellow in the 
'crown, is elsewhere shaded and spangled 
in the m ost lovely m anner.—All the Year 
Round.

Norwood Park, 
Calumet, and parts of Lyons and W orth 
townships. The project contemplated is to 
drain this district by means of a channel 
cut from Lake Michigan to the Illinois 
river by the way of the Desplaines.

and by turning the" pure water of the 
lake into it, and bv taking advantage of the 
fall between the lake and the Illinois river, 
create not only a sewage channel, but a 
channel for navigation and water power of 
almost untold capacity.—Inter- Ocean.

AGRICULTURAL, 


A writer in the Patron makes the follow­ 
ing sensible suggestions concerning the 
care of horses, under the heading of “ Too 
Much Stabling Must G o” : 
In California horses and m ules are often 
kept entirely too much in stables, and to 
this practice m ay be attributed the great 
reduction in flesh, noticeable among horses 
in sum m er, also m any diseases, especially 
where the stable i3 not kept scrupulously 
clean. 
It is a notable fact tliat the Arabian horse 
is the finest in the world, yet in Arabia 
stabling is never practiced. 
Horses in that 
country are however allowed a plentiful 
supply of grain when it can be obtained, 
and although Arabia to many m inds repre­ 
sents a desert, there are many wonderfully 
fertile spots of nutritious grasses, upon 
which the world-tamed Arabian steed 
grazes. 
Iu warm weather, and with the excep­ 
tion of the m ountain districts, it is never 
cold in California. 
Horses should be al­ 
lowed their liberty, either in a corral or 
pasture, and should never be cooped up in 
a stable, at any rate for any length of time, 
for not only is a stable often warm and Un­ 
healthy, but W>o m uch stabling often de­ 
prives an anim al of a large portion of na­ 
ture’s own cleaning, viz., tbe warm rains, 
which to a horse is the equivalent of a 
shower hath to a hum an being; and also 
to some extent of theoppor'unity to bathe 
in creeks and rivers, thereby causing, or 
certainly should cause considerable extra 
labor in the shape of cleaning. 
For an 
anim al which loses a considerable portion 
of nature’s cleansing, certainly needs more 
currying and 
washing than the horse 
which receives all thecleansing that nature 
affords. 
It certainly behooves 
all intelligent 
ranch men to grow shade trees for his 
stock, in the m eanwhile erectiug brush 
shades, and the overuse of stables is a 
fatal fallacy, which if Californian farmers 
wish to have healthy anim als, m ust go. 


d o m e s t ic a n i m a l s o f t h e w o r l d . 
The Scottish Agricultural Gazette has made 
a conspectus of the live stock of the world. 
From this it is found that there are in 
round num bers 92,000,<)00 head of cattle, 
36.000.000 horses, 200,000,000 sheep and 
about 46,000,000 swine in Europe. 
In figuring on the collective live stock of 
the several nations it is found that Russia 
lias the largest num ber of anim als of every 
class. Inclusive of Poland and Finland 
this empire has no less than 25.000,000 
head of cattle, 45,000,000 head of sheep, 
10.000.000 swine and 
17,000,000 horses. 
Sheep have increased 20 per cent, in twenty 
years and horned cattle and swine 4 per 
cent. 
- 
N ext to Russia, Germany has the great­ 
est num ber of cattle, about 15,000,000 head, 
but Germany has barely 25.000,000 sheep, 
7.000.000 swine and only 3,000,000 horses. 
A ustria-Hungary ranks third with 12,000.­ 
000 horned cattle, 7,000,000 swine, and 
about 3,000,000 horses, but sixth on the list 
with regard to sheep, having only 20,000,­ 
000 head. 
Australia stands next to France in cattle, 
having 11,000,000 head, but takes the fourth 
place in sheep and swine, having 24,000,000 
of the first, and 5,000,000 of the latter. A us­ 
tralia has 3,000,000 horses, and in this com­ 
pares about with France and Servia com­ 
bined. 
Great Britain has about 9,000,000 Cattle, 
but next to Russia is most populous in 
sheep, having 32,000,000 head. She stands 
fifth in the list of horses, having 2,500,000 
head, and with 2,225,000 swine is sixth in 
the list. The census of live stock in Great 
Britain has been reduced during the last 
six years by over 500,000 cajtle, 750.000 
hogs and 4,000,000 sheep. 
Of countries outside of Europe, the 
United States has 45,510,000 cattle, 48,­ 
322,000 sheep, 12 077,000 horses and 46,­ 
092,000 swine. The La Plata States of 
South America, 19,500,000 head of cattle, 
70.000.000 sheep and 500,000 swine. To 
these m ust be added 30,000,000 cattle found 
on the pampas grass plains. The Austra­ 
lian colouies have 8,500,000 head of cattle, 
75.000.000 head of sheep and 800.000 swine. 
These figures represent a supply of 2,800 
head of cattle, 23,400 sheep and 310 swine 
to each 1,000 inhabitants. 


PRESERVATION OF EGGS. 
A ustralian eggs are preserved in the fol­ 
lowing sim ple m an n er: 
The vessels in 
which the eggs are to be placed are glass 
jars with patent stoppers, vulcanized India- 
rubber joints m aking them perfectly air­ 
tight. As soon as the eggs have been col­ 
lected, the jars are stood in hot water for 
some time, and left until the air in them 
has become thoroughly warm and rarified. 
The jars having been heated, the eggs are 
wrapped up in paper to prevent' them 
knocking together, and placed in a warm 
receptacle, their pointed ends being upper­ 
most. The jars are immediately closed up, 
and then, and not till then, are removed 
from the hot water. It is said that if this 
process is skillfully carried out, the eggs 
will be as fit for the breakfast table 
as the day they were laid, m any m onths 
after they were put in the jar. The great 
secret of success in carrying out this 
method is. no doubt, to thoroughly heat 
the air in the jars. The eggs will stand a 
better chance of keeping if the paper in 
which they are packed is previously baked 
and used warm. 
Patent-stoppered jars are 
not absolutely necessary, any stopper an­ 
swering which effectually excludes the air. 
At the late Birmingham, Eng., cattle show, 
prizes were offered for the best dozen of 
preserved eggs, and they were given, as was 
the case the year previous, to those pre­ 
served in sim ple lime and water, or packed 
in dry salt. Samples were shown covered 
with melted suet, beeswax, oil or lard, ami 
all these were good. But, strange to say, 
one exhibit, which had been rubbed over 
with pure vaseline as laid, was the worst 
of all. A ll the eggs were putrid. 


HOW TO TAN SH EEPSK INB. 
To those who occasionally kill a sheep, 
we would say : 
Remember the following 
recipe for tanning a sheepskin. 
They 
m ake the best kind of m ats for the house 
or carriage, and a good Cotswold skin, well 
tanned, makes a good cushion for the 
wagon seat, and for many uses it is valua­ 
ble. 
"For mats, take two long wool skins 
am] m ake a strong suds, using hot water; 
when it is cold wash the skins in it, care­ 
fully squeezing them between the hands to 
get the dirt out of the w ool: then wash 
the soap out with cold, clear water. Then 
dissolve alum and salt, each half a pound, 
with a little hot water, sufficient to cover 
the skins, and let them soak in it over 
night for twelve h o u rs; then hang them 
over 
a 
pail 
to 
drain. 
W hen they 
are 
thoroughly 
drained 
spread 
or 
stretch carefully over a board to dry. 
W hen a little daiup, have one ounceof salt­ 
petre pulverized, and sprinkle on the flesh 
side of each skin, rubbing in w ell; then lay 
the flesh sides together and hang iu the 
shade for two or three days, turning the 
under skin uppermost every day until per­ 
fectly dry, then scrape the flesh side with ft 
blunt knife to remove auy rem ainingscraps 
of flesh. Trim off projecting points ; rub 
the flesh sides with the hand3, and it will 
be very white and handsome, suitable for a 
door or carriage mat. They also make 
good mittens. 
Lambskins, or even sheep­ 
skins, if the wool be trim m ed off evenly to 
a half or three-fourths of an inch long, 
makg beautiful and warm m ittens for la­ 
dies and gentlemen, and the girls with a 
little practice can make them .” 
OLIVE-PLANTING, 
Considerable attention is being given to 
olive cultivation in the Pomona valley this 
season, a n d a great m any cuttings will be 
set out. Mr. Kingsley will plant the main 
avenues of his tract with a row of olive 
trees taken from his San Gabriel ranch. 
As an evidence of the great profit of olive- 
cnlture, the following from the San Luis 
Obispo Tribune will show : “ An Italian 
fsrdener living on Choro street, some three 
locks north of Monterey street, this city, 
planted several years ago a sm all olive cut­ 
ting about half as thick as an ordinary 
lead pencil, and about two years later cut 
a twig from the young tree, which he also 
planted. Both these trees began bearing 
at three years of age: and this year he 
filled a thirty-gallon barrel with the pro­ 
duct of these trees, besides selling some 
eight or ten gallons of olives to his neigh­ 
bors.” A t 50 cents per gallon, or even 
less, a neat little sum was realized.—Po­ 
mona Progress. 


HORSERADISH CULTURE. 
To grow horseradish properly, says an 
exchange, it requires 
high 
m anuring, 
greater 
than 
will 
pay 
to 
apply 
that crop alone, hence it is alm ost invari­ 
ably grown secondary to some other crop 
that is highly m anured, usually early cab­ 
bages. 
W hen the cabbages "are planted 
out in rows two feet apart, the horseradish 
is set out midway between the rows of 
cabbages, and eighteen inches apart in the 
rows. The sets are sm all roots cut off in 
reparing 
the horseradish for market. 
" ese are four to six inches long, and cut 
square at the top and sloping below, so 
that they m ay be planted right end up. 
These sets are planted in holes m ade by a 
light iron bar, so deep that the top o f the 
set is three incfies below the surface: this 
allow s the cabbage to be cultivated as if 
there were no horseradish there, and when 
tbe crop o f early cabbages is cut oil, the * 


land is given up to the other crop. 
If 
horseradish is planted, it should always be 
dug at the end of the first season, whether 
there is a sale for it or not, as left longer it 
takes possession of the soil and becomes a 
vile weed. 
FEED-PENS FOR CHICKS. ■ 
All who try to raise chickens in the old- 
style way know how hard it is to get 
enough for the little ones to eat. W hen­ 
ever food is throw n out to them the old 
hens rush and pick it up, crowding or driv­ 
ing the little ones away. In such feeding, 
a pen which the chickens can enter, but 
which will not adm it the old hens, is a 
necessity. This is really the only way to 
enable the little ones to get enough to eat. 
Such pens can be easily made by any one 
who can handle lumber. One is made by 
laying poles up in log-house fashion. The 
spaces between the poles are ju st large 
enough to let the chickens run through. 
Boards are placed over the top and held in 
place by stones or blocks. 
Stakes are 
driven into the ground with an ax tbe 
proper distance ¿part. 
Boards of brush 
can be laid over the top. Something a 
little more elaborate is made of lath and 
scantling. Food and water placed in the 
inside of either of these coops will go to 
the chickens. 


CUTTING SEED POTATOES BEFOREHA ND. 
Some people write of losses sustained by 
cutting potatoes before the tim e for plant­ 
ing, and keeping the sets in lime. 
I have 
tried the plan eight or ten years, and have 
never failed with it yet. 1 cut the tubers 
into pieces with one or two eyes from 
eight days to two weeks before "planting, 
and then put on them all the flue lime and 
wood ashes mixed that the m oisture will 
hold. They stand in some airy place, and 
never fail me. 
I select the best I can find 
for seed, and plant deeply, keeping the sur­ 
face as level as possible.—Cor. Rural Mew 
Yorker.

The “ Barren V ictory” o f C hickam anga. 
From Confederate General D. H . H ill’s 
account of the battle of Chickamauga we 
take this conclusion : " But whatever blun­ 
ders each of us in authority comm itted be­ 
fore the battles of the 19th and 20th (Chick­ 
amauga), and during their progress, the 
great blunder of all was that of not pursu­ 
ing the enemy on the 21st. The day was 
spent in burying the dead and gathering up 
captured stores. Forrest, with his usual 
promptness, was early in the saddle, and 
saw that the retreat was a rout. 
Disorgan­ 
ized masses of men were hurrying to the 
re a r; batteries of artillery were inextricably 
m ixed with trains of wagons ; disorder and 
confusion pervaded the broken ranks strug­ 
gling 
to 
get 
on. 
Forrest sent back 
word to Bragg that ' every hour was worth 
a thousand men.’ 
The Commander-in- 
Chief 
did 
not know of 
the victory 
until 
the m orning 
of the 
21st, and 
then he did not order a pursuit. Rose- 
crans spent the day and the night of the 
21st in hurrying his trains out of town. 
A breathing space was allowed him ; 
the panic among his troops subsided, and 
Chattanooga—the objective point of the 
campaign—was held. There was no more 
splendid fighting in '61, when the flower of 
the Southern youth was in the field, than 
was displayed in those bloody days of Sep­ 
tember, ’63. B ut it seems to m e that the 
dan of the Southern soldier was never seen 
after Chicamauga — tbat brilliant dash 
which had distinguished him on a hun­ 
dred fields was gone iorever. H e was too 
intelligent not to know that the cutting in 
two of Georgia m eant death to all his 
hopes. He knew that Longstreet's absence 
was im periling Lee’s safety, and that what 
had to be done m ust be done quickly. The 
delay to strike was exasperating to him ; 
the failure to strike after the success was 
crushing to all his longings for an inde­ 
pendent South. 
He fought stoutly to the 
last, but. after Cbicainauga. with the sul­ 
lenness of despair and without tbe enthusi­ 
asm of hope. That ‘ barren victory ’ sealed 
the late of the Southern Confederacy.”

The ’ latest method of identifying prison­ 
ers, which

France by Alphonse Bertillon, and which 
is now successfully' practiced not only in 
the chief French prisons but iu Russia and 
Japan as well, is the exact m easurem ent of 
the prisoner on his arrival at the jail. His 
waist, the length and width of tne head, 
the left m iddle finger, the lett foot, the out­ 
stretched arms, the three other fingers of 
the left band, the left arm from the elbow 
to the wrist, and the length and width of 
the ear are measured, and the color of the 
eyes and auy particularities are noted 
down. A photograph is also immediately 
taken, and by these means tbe m any m is­ 
takes which have been made by trusting to 
a photographer only are avoided. The fact 
that during the two years since this 
mode has been in operation 826 habitual 
crim inals who presented themselves under 
au assumed name, have been identified in 
FraHce, shows that M. Bertillou’s method 
is superior to any other.

Whereas, the Legislature of the State 


of California, at its twenty-seventh 


session, beginning on the third day 


of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 


and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 


the members elected to each of the 


two Houses of said Legislature 


voting in favor thereof, proposed 


the following described 
amend­ 


ments to the Constitution of the 


State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Number One. 


To propose to the people o f the Stale an 
am endm ent to the Constitution of the 
State, relative to the Judiciary D epart­ 
m ent. 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
Cabfornia. at its regular session, commencing 
on the third dev of January, A. D. eighteen hun­ 
dred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of al! the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
VI., of the Constitution ot said State, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 2. The Supreme Conrt shall consist o! 
seven Justices. The Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time ot the adop­ 
tion of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hercbv continued in office as Justices of the f u- 
preme Court for the remainder of the terms to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their number to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chiel 
Justice of said Court for a term of two veare. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two vears. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be madeinthem inutts 
of the Court and signed by four J ustices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term. 7 he Su­ 
preme Court may sit in departments or in bank, 
and shall always be oj>en for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively. Department One and 
Depanmeut Two. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each department, aud 
such assignment may be changed by him from 
time to time. The Justices shall be competent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of the departments shall have the power to iiear 
and determine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained iu relation to the Court in bauk. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments, except such us may be done at cham­ 
bers. and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
1« necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall apportion the business to 
the departments, and may. in his discretion, 
order anv cause pending before the Conrt to be 
heard and decided by the Conrt in bank. The 
order may be made before or atter judgment 
pronounced by a department; but where a cause 
nas been allotted toone of the departments, and 
a judgmert pronounced thereon, the ordermust 
be made within thirty days alter such judgment, 
and concurred in by two Justices, and if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may. 
either before or after judgment by a depart­ 
ment. order a case to be heard in bank. If the 
order be not made within the time above lim ­ 
ited, the judgment shall be final. No judgment 
bv a department shall become final until the 
expiration of the period ot thirty days a ore- 
said, unless approved by the Chief Justice, in 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices. 
The Chief Justice may convene the Court in 
bank at any time, and shall be the presid­ 
ing Justice of the Court 
when

shall 
be 
necessary to pronounce a judgment in bank: 
but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgment, then all the Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shall hear the argument; but to 
render a judgment a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the determination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departments, shall be given in writing, and the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice may sit in either department, and 
shall preside when so siting, hut the Justices 
assigned to each department shall select one of 
their number as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the place 
at which the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select oce of 
their own number to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers o! the Chief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved March twelfth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-five, shall continue aud be 
a Supreme Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption of this amendment. Said Com­ 
mission may be continued

as may

T he members thereof and Secretary shall be ap­ 
pointed as in said Act provided: and such Com­ 
missioners shall be subject to removal in like 
manner as Judges of the Supreme Court. Said 
Commission shall have the same power to hear 
and determine causes possessed by a depart­ 
ment of the Supreme Coart: and causes may be 
assigned to the Commission in the same man­ 
ner they are assigned to a department, and after 
decision they mav he ordered heard in bank in 
the same way, and with like restrictions as if 
decided in department. The judgments of the 
Commission shall be entered as Ihe judgments 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
times and places as may be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners shall not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except when assem­ 
bled as a Commission, and then they shall on’.v 
have the power to hear and determine suen 
canses as may have been assigned to them. 


Section 3. The Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be elected by tbe qualified electors of the 
S ate at large, at the general State elections, and 
the limes and places at which State officers are 
elected: and the term of office shall be twelve 
years from and after the first Monday after the 
first dav of January next snccecding their elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for the_ full 
term at the general State election held in eight­ 
een hundred and ninety; and at the genera! elec­ 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full terms of twelve 
vears, except that in every twelfth year there­ 
after. three Justices shall be elected for fnl! 
terms. If the Chief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
comes )>cnuaneutlv disqualified, either men­ 
tally or physically, to perform the duties of his 
office, and such fact is certified to the Governor 
by five Justices, one of whom may be the Chief 
Justice in case of the disability of a Justice, tbe 
office of such disqualified person becomes im­ 
mediately vacant, and he snail be paid a retir­ 
ing salarv of two hundred and fifty (250) dollars 
per month for the remainder of his term. If a 
vacancy exist or occur in the office of a Justice, 
the Governor shall appoint a person to hold the 
office for the remainder of the nnexpired term. 
The Governor shall appoint a Justice to hold 
office as Justice for the unexpired term of the 
late Chief Justice.

Resolved, Thst the Legislature of the State oí 
Ca ifornia. at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen 
hundred and eighty seven, two-thirds of all 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Section seventeen, of Article Vi., 
of the Constitution of said State be amended so 
as to read as follows: 


S e c tio n 17. The Justices of the Supreme Conrt, 
and Judges of the Sujierior Conrt, shall severally, 
at stated times during their continuance in 
offic», receive for their services compensation 
which shall not be increased or diminished 
after their election, nor during the term for 
which they shall have been elected.

Amendment Number Three. 


A Resolution to propose an am endm ent to 
Section eight, o f A rticle X I., o f the Con­ 
stitution of th e Slate o f California, re­ 
lating to the f um ing o f a charter for 
citie» o f m ore than one hundred thou ­ 
sand inhabitants, and for cities o f over 
ten thousand and less than one hun­ 
dred thousand inhabitants. 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the members 
elected to each of the two Houses of said Legis 
lature voting in favor thereof, hereby propose 
that Section eight, of Article XL, of the Consti­ 
tution oi said Htate, be amended so as to read as 
lollows: 


Section 8. Any city containing a population of 
more than one hundred thousand^ inhabitants 
may frame a charter for its own government, 
consistent with anti subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of 
fifteen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voten of such city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare aud propose a charter lor such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority or them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other chief executive officer of such city, and 
the other to the Recorder of Deeds of the 
county.

least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of said city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed iu duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority of them, aud 
returned, one copy thereof to tbe Mayor, or 
other chief executive of said city, and the other 
to the Recorder of the county. Such proposed 
charter shall then be published in two daily

SKETCH OF OUR MUNICIPAL HOY- 
ERXMENT AND MAYORS. 


T h e P r im a r j- O r g a n i z a t i o n —A R e ­ 
m a r k a b l e P r o c l a m a t io n —T h e 
V a r io u s C ity C h a r te r s . 


[By Hon. Win. J. Davis.] 
During the m onth oi July, 1849, tlie first 
m ovement was made towards the organiza­ 
tion of a m unicipal government for Sacra­ 
mento. Of the movements in Territorial 
days looking to the formation of a city 
government. Dr. Morse, in his history of 
Sacramento—the first work of the kind 
written—gives the following account: 


PRIMARY 
OOVEIl.N'MEXTAL 
ORGANIZATION. 
“ The population was rapidly increasing, 
and a desire for some more familiar or 
Americanized government began to receive 
considerable favor. 
Accordingly, in the 
latter part at July, 1S49, an election for 
Town Councilmen was held at the St. 
Louis Exchange, on Second street, between 
I and J. The result was the election of 
John P. Rodgers, H . E. Robinson, P. B. 
Cornwall, W illiam Stout, E. F. Gillespie, 
Thomas F. Chapman, M. T. McClelland, A. 
M. W inn and B. Jennings. On the 2d day 
of August following, the first six gentle­ 
m en on the list met at the same place and 
organized by m aking W illiam Stout Presi­ 
dent and J. H . H arper Clerk. 
The first 
business coming before the Council was 
the preparation of a constitution defining 
the duties of the Council and for the gen­ 
eral government of the city. On August 
25th A. M. W inn was elected President of 
the body in piace of Stout, who was absent. 
“On the20th ofSeptember an election was 
held at the St. Louis Exchange, for the 
adoption or rejection of a city charter, 
w hich had been prepared by the fore­ 
m entioned Council. Prior to the election 
of these Councilmen, there was no law or 
government which was not merely nominal 
in its character. The only tribunal was an 
Alcalde’s Court, in which justice was dis­ 
pensed with such dispatch and enormous 
costs, that little attention was paid to liti­ 
gation. Under this regime the people be­ 
came eminently given to m inding their 
own business and avoiding those legal col­ 
lisions that are so generally unsatisfying 
in their results. Consequently w hen’this 
movement was made to organize a city 
government, a spirit of opposition began 
to manifest itself among those who took a 
little leisure to think of matters that were 
not directly connected with their business. 
The opposition principally emanated from 
the votaries of gaming. Hence, when the 
election came on, the result was much dif­ 
ferent frcm what was anticipated by the 
oliicials of the city. Upon canvassing the 
votes it was discovered that the charter 
had been defeated by a m ajority of 146 
votes. 
“ To the President of the Council, who 
took a deep and lively interest in the new 
dispensation of things, this defeat was 
both unexpected and mortifying. H e had 
exerted himself with a m artyr’s zeal to 
im bne the people with a proper conception 
of their wants and the prospective benefit 
of a city government, and while reposing 
upon a platform of conjectured success, he 
could n et seem to understand the capri­ 
cious and singular phenomenon which 
this election evolved. 
In demonstration 
of this we invite the attention of our 
readers to the loilowing proclamation 
which, emanating from the President or the 
Council, makes a most pathetic yet most 
compromising appeal to the sovereign peo­ 
ple as to ‘ what they desire the Council to 
do 


REMARKABLE PROCLAMATION BY THE COIKCIL. 


“ Proclamation lo the people of Sacramento rity 
by order of the President and Council : 
“On the 1st day of August, 1819, we were elected 
Councilmen of this city, and our powers or 
duties were not defined. On the 13th of Sep­ 
tember following we presented to you a charier 
for your consideration, which you'have seen fit 
to reject by a majority of 146 votes. Since then 
we have been unable to determine what the 
good people of this city desire us to do, and 
being Republicans in principle, and having 
every confidence in the ability of the people to 
govern themselves, we again request the resi­ 
dents of Sacramento city to meet at the St. 
Louis Exchange, at half-past 7 o'clock, on Wed- 
lie-day evening, October 10,1819, then and there 
to declare what they wish the Council to do. If 
you wish us to act under the Mexican law's now 
in force, however inapplicable they may he tv 
our condition, then we must do die best we 
c m ; if you have objection to particular features 
of the charter, then strike out the objectiona! 
features, and insert such as you desire. The 
health and safety of our city demand immedi­ 
ate action on your part, for in our primitive 
condition, and in the absence of legislative 
authority, we can in fact be of no service to 
you without your confidence and consent. 
“Signed hv A. M. Winn, President, and six 
Councilmen." 


1 kmj- :h of one per cent., for the support of 
kt>e free common schools, to be expended 
under the direction of a Board of Trustees, 
consisting of one frcm each ward, to be 
annually appointed by the Council. 
On March 31, 1855, a law was passed 
striking the H arborm aster frcm the list of 
elective officers. The salaries were fixed as 
follows: Mayor, $2,000; Recorder, $4.000; 
Marshal. $3,000; Deputy City Marshal, 
$1,500; City Attorney, $2,000; Treasurer, 
$1.500; 
Superintendent 
of the W ater 
\Vorks, $2,000; Assessor. $1 500; Recorder’s 
clerk, $1,500; each policeman, $125 per 
m onth, 
in case of death, sickness or ab­ 
sence of the Recorder, the Mayor was to 
attend to the duties of that office also. It 
was provided that at the next subsequent 
election there should be chosen a Superin­ 
tendent of Common Schools and two 
School Commissioners from each ward, 
who. with the Superintendent, should con­ 
stitute the School Board. 
April 2. 1856, an Act was passed to regu­ 
late the tire department. 
It provided for 
the election of officers and the regulation 
of the department generally. 


CONSOLIDATION OF THE CITY 
AND COUNTY 
GOVERNMENTS. 
On April 24, 1858, a law was enacted to 
consolidate the governments of the city and 
county. 
The Board of Supervisors was 
given the power which had been vested in 
the Council. On the first Monday of May 
following five Supervisors were to be 
elected, to hold office until October 5, 1858. 
There was also, at the same time, to be 
elected a President of the Board, to con­ 
tinue in office until the general election in 
1859, the term of office to be thereafter two 
years. 
After the first Monday of October, 
1858, the Board was to consist of a Presi­ 
dent and eight members, and the members 
were to be elected at the general election in 
that year—four to hold office for two years 
and four for one year. 
After the first elec­ 
tion the term was to be for two years. At 
the general election in 1859, and every two 
years thereafter, there were to be elected 
the other officers, who were to perform 
duty both for the county and city. The 
President of the Board was to be ex officio 
Mayor of the city, and Superintendent of 
the Streets and W ater W orks. 
The then 
county ofiieers were required to perform 
such city duties as might be imposed upon 
them by the Board, and the Board was em ­ 
powered to create and f ill by appointm ent 
the m inor city offices. Some changes were 
also made in the government of the Fire 
and School Departments. 


PASSAGE OF THE PRESENT CITY CHARTER. 
On April 25,1863, the Consolidation Act 
was 
repealed, and a new city charter 
passed. 
It provided that the government 
should be vested in a Board of three Trus­ 
tees. The first Trustee was to be ex officio 
Mayor; the second, Street Commissioner, 
and the third, Superintendent of the W ater 
W orks. There should also be au Auditor, 
Assessor, Collector, Police Judge and such 
other officers as m ight be appointed by the 
Board. 
The term of office of the Trus­ 
tees was made three years, and that of the 
other officers two years. It was provided 
that on the tenth day after the passage of 
the Act a city election should be held, at 
which the offices above designated should 
be tilled : and that annually thereafter, on 
the second Tuesday in March, city elections 
should be held. A t the election in 1864 
there should be elected a Third Trustee, in 
1865 a Second Trustee, Assessor, Collector, 
Auditor and Judge, and in 1866 a First 
Trustee, to hold for the term s indicated. 
A vacancy in the Board was to be filled by 
a special election, and a vacancy in any 
other office was to be filled by appointm ent 
by the Board. Provision was also made 
for the Fire and School Departments. 
W ith the exception of a slight change in 
the boundaries of the city, and as to the 
tim e of election of officers other than 
members of the Board, no change has 
since been made in the city charter. In 
1872 a bill was passed creating a paid Fire 
D epartm ent; another to provide a new 
system of water works, and a third to re­ 
organize the police fcrce. 


THE FIEST MAYOR ELECTED. 
The first city election under the new 
State government was held April 1, 1850. 
In the issue of the Placer Times of March 
16th, A. M. W inn 
announced himself 
as 
a 
candidate 
for 
Mayor, 
but 
on 
the 
30th 
he 
published 
his 
withdrawal. 
One Joseph Grant was a can­ 
didate for Mayor on the “ Rancho ” ticket, 
the advertisement of which in the news­ 
papers ran as follows: 
Rancheros, to the RescueI The enemy is in 
the field. Our hills have been m utilated and, 
in some instances, destroyed ; but let not your 
"angry passions rise" in consequence of the 
indignity. Imitate, as far as in your power lies, 
the example of your leader. Keep cool, work 
hard and vote early. Remember that abuse 
and curses, like young chickens, “ come home 
to roost.” When once the votes aie in the bal­ 
lot-box, no appeal can be taken. 
H o m ebh es. 
RANCHO TICKET. 
Through by D aylight! 
[Then followed the city ticket.] 


RANCHO TICKET— FOR TIIE COUNTY. 
“ All's Well that Ends Well." 


This proclamation stirred up the people, 
and an organization in favor of a charter 
was effected. 
At a subsequent election the 
charter party won by 296 majority. The 
charter adopted was slightly different from 
the one originally submitted, but still it 
was not altogether satisfactory. In De­ 
cember a public meeting was held at the" 
horse-market, and a committee appointed 
to 
draft 
amendments. 
The 
amended 
charter was afterward adopted by the 
people, and, with slight changes? was 
passed into a law by the first Legislature. 


THE CHARTER BY THE FIRST LEGISLATURE. 
Oa February 27, 1850. the first Legisla­ 
ture passed an Act to incorporate Sacra­ 
m ento city, the boundaries of which were 
defínelas follow s: 
AU that tract of land lying within the follow­ 
ing boundaries: Beginning at the junction of 
the American fork with the Sacramento river; 
thence down said Sacramento river to Y street, 
as designated on the map or plan of Sacra- 
men'o city on file In the Recorder's ofiice in 
said city; thence along said Y street east to the 
point where said Y street intersects Thirty-first 
street, as designated on said map; thence along 
the said Thirty-first street until the same inter­ 
sects the American fork; thence along the Amer­ 
ican fork to the place of beginning, the said 
boundaries extending to the middle oi said Sac­ 
ramento river and American fork. 
The Act provided that for the govern­ 
m ent of the city there sbonld be a Mayor, 
a Recorder and a Council of nine m em ­ 
bers, one of whom should be elected Presi­ 
dent. 
It further provided that ou the 30th 
day after the passage of the Act a city 
election should be held for the selection of 
the-first otlicers, to w it: a Mayor. Recorder, 
nine Councilmen, City M arshal, City A t­ 
torney, Assessor and Treasurer. 
After the 
first election the officers m entioned were 
to|be elected ou the first Monday in May 
in each year, and in case of a vacancy "a 
special election should be ordered by the 
Council to fill the same. 
The Mayor was 
clothed with complete executive power; 
the Recorder performed the duties now in­ 
cum bent on the Police Judge, and the 
Marshal those now performed by the Chief 
of Police and City Collector. The Com­ 
mon Council was given power to create 
the offices of City Collector, Harbormaster, 
and such other offices as m ight become 
necessary. 
On March 13. 1850, the same Legislature 
passed an amendatory Act providing that, 
on the first Monday of April following, a 
city election should be held to fill the 
offices created by the charter, m aking it 
fall on the same day with the first cc^inty 
election. The officers then chosen were 
to hold until the first Monday of May, 1851. 
This am endm ent did not affect any except 
the first election. On April 10,1850, an 
Act was passed providing for the a, , 
m ent by the Governor ol a Port W arden 
for the port of Sacramento. 


THE GOVERNOR DISAGREES WITH THE I.EG1S 
X.ATURE. 
T he second Legislature passed a new 
charter for Sacramento City, and it became 
a la»’ on March 26,1851, by operation of 
tim e, and without the approval of the E x­ 
ecutive. Governor McDougal said of it: 
The within bill Is regarded as oppressive and 
exiraordiuary In many of its features, but not 
regarding it as infringing any particular princi­ 
ple of the Constitution, and as it is the Act of 
the representatives of Sacramento county, and 
presuming it to he the wish of the people of 
Sacramento City, I permit it to become a law, 
by the operation o f time, w ithout approving or 
returning it to the body in which it originated. 
This Act provided that th e then existing 
Government 6hould continue in office until 
k the election of the officers provided for in 
the new charter. 
The Council was to 
divide the city into three wmds, from each 
of which three Councilmen were to be 
elected, ft provided, in addition to officers 
then existing, for the election by the peo­ 
ple of a Harbormaster. 
Vacancies were to 
t>e tilled by special elecfioD. unless one 
«Srould occur w ithin sixty days of a regular 
annual election, when it was to be filled by 
the Council. 
The first election under the : 
A ct was to take place on the first Monday I 
¡a May following, for officers to hohi until | 
the first Monday of April, 1852. All sub- 
sequcat city elections wpre to he held on 
th e tiref Monday of April in each year. 
The m atter of salaries was left with the 
Council, bilí they were not permitted to 
fix the sa' 
of any officer over $3.000, ex- 
>ept the M iyor i r Recorder, where the 
lim it was placed fit $5,000. 
April 20. 1853, a law was passed provid- 
¿eg for ibe kvy vi a special tax ut one-1 


[Here followed the county ticket, on 
which Judge \V. C. W allace was elected 
District Attorney, and the late Presley 
Dunlap County Clerk.] 
In speaking of the first city and county 
election, the Placer Times of April 6, 1850, 
sa id : 
Last Monday was a great day for Sacramento’ 
so far as excitement and fun were concerned. 
Notwithstanding the conflicting interests und 
the multiplicity of candidates, there was little 
else manifested but good humor, and a disposi­ 
tion to have a good time, whatever the result. 
Mr. Bigelow was elected Mayor by a handsome 
majority, considering the many organizations 
with wtiieh lie had to contend. Without w ish­ 
ing to say anything detrimental to others, we 
must be allowed to express the opinion that Mr. 
B. will make an excellent officer. His interests 
are identified with those of Sacramento, and to 
promote her advancement toward that im ­ 
portance and greatness which she is destined to 
reach will be his constant aim. Wo should not 
s|>eak so confidently did not our personal 
knowledge of the new Mayor warrant us in so 
doing. The other city ana county officers, wc 
believe, are all good men, and we doubt not 
will attend to the duties of their respective 
ofliccs with promptness and fidelity. 
The num ber of votes cast for Mayor was 
2,576, of which H ardin Bigelow had 1,521. 
Joseph Grant 432, Thomas J. Henley 511, 
P. R. H aight 112, and 46 scattering. On 
the 3d Grant filed a protest against the offi­ 
cers qualifying, upon the ground that 
fraud and irregularity had entered into the 
election, but it docs not appear that any 
action was taken on his protest. Bigelow 
immediately assumed office, and sent in an 
able message to the Council. 
In the squat­ 
ter riots of that year he was severely 
woundc-d, and before recovering was seized 
with cholera, and died at San Francisco 
November 27, 1850. at the age of 41. 
He 
was a native of Michigan, and was a man 
of exceeding courage and tine executive 
ability. After his death, the President of 
the Council temporarily acted as Mayor. 


WHO OUR MAYORS HAVE BEEN. 
A special election was held December 14, 
1S50, to choose a Mayor. 
In the early part 
of the day of election there was no excite­ 
ment. but as the day advanced, although 
the rain fell in torrents, the excitem ent be­ 
came intense. 
Bands of mnsic paraded 
the streets, and every effort was used by 
both parties to secure the success of their 
candidate. 
Horace Sm ith (W hig) was 
elected by a vote of 933, to 865 for J. E. 
Hardenbergh (Democrat), 183 for Jam es 
McClatchy, 35 for Wesley M erritt and 1'.) 
for Joseph Grant, Independent candidates. 
On May 5,1851, J. R. Hardenbergh (Dem­ 
ocrat) was elected Mayor, by a vote of 
1.264 to 1.224 for Joseph H. Nevett (W hig). 
On the dayr ot election an extensive tire 
broke out in San Francisco, which de­ 
stroyed $7,000,000 worth of property. The 
excitement consequent on the reception of 
this intelligence somewhat dampened the 
ardor of the voters. 
On April 
5, 1852, C. I. Hutchinson 
(W hig) defeated Hardenbergh (D.) by a 
vote of 1,450 to 1,234. This election was 
particularly exciting. Mass meetings were 
held at different points in the city, and 
there was no end to the mud-throwing. 
Hardenbergh was again successful, how­ 
ever, at the election on April 4. 1853, de­ 
feating his W hig opponent. W . II. Mc- 
Grew. by a vote of 2,046 to 1.382. On March 
28th the W hig Convention had nominated 
Dr. Yolney Spaulding for the office, bu* he 
declined, and on the 30th the nom ination 
was given to McGrew. 
On April 3,1854, K. P. Johnson (W hig) 
was elected by a vote of 1,798 over Colonel 
John P. Hall (Dem.), who received 1.693. 
Jam es L. English (American) was elected 
Mayor on April 2, 1855, by a vote of 1,525 
to 5Ü4 for H iram Arentz (Anti-American) 
and 78 for R. P. Johnson (W hig). The 
latter, a few days before the eieetioD, pub­ 
lished a card of withdrawal. 
Au April 7, 1S50, B. B. Redding (Demo­ 
crat) was chosen Mayor by a vote of 1.743 
to 1.651 for L. B. H arris (American). 
J. P. Dyer (Democrat) was elected to the 
office April 6, J857, bv a vote of 1,955 to 788 i 
I for Dr. It. B. Ellis (People’s Independent,! 1 
and 501 for George Rowland (Republican). 
Dyer held the office until the succession by 
the President of the Board of Supervisors, 
under the Consolidation Act. 
On May 3,1858, Dr. H . L. Nichols (Peo­ 
ple’s Independent) was elected President of 
the Board of Supervisors, by a vote of 3,584 
to 1.877 for J. L. Craig (Democrat). 
W illiam Shattuck (Lecompton Demo­ 
crat) was elected President September 7, 
1859, bv a vote of 3,233 to 2,802 for B. B. 


Redding (A. L. Democrat), and 5 for George 
Rowland (Republican). 
On September 4, 1861, Shattuck w e s re­ 
elected on the Douglas Democratic and 
Settler’s tickets, by a vote of 3,633 to 3.258 
for C. H . Grimm (Republican), 14 for E. P. 
Figg (Breckenridge Democrat). 
Since the adoption of the present city 
charter, Mayors have been elected as fol­ 
lows :

May 5, 1S63, Charles H . Swift (Union) 
by a vote of 1,640, over W illiam Shattuck 
(Democrat), who received 742. 
March 13, 1866, Charles H. Swift (Union) 
by a vote Of 1.321, to 915 for W illiam F. 
Knox (Democrat). 
March 9,1869, Charles H . Swift (Repub­ 
lican ), by a vote of 1,232, to 749 for Archi­ 
bald Henley (Independent), and 71 for P. 
H. Russell (Democrat). The latter w ith­ 
drew on the m orning of election in favor 
of Henley. 
March 12, 1872, Christopher Green (Re­ 
publican), by a vote of 1,629, to 1,245 for 
John Q. Brown (Democrat). 
March 9, 1S75, Christopher Green (Re­ 
publican), by a vote of 1,815, to 1,271 for 
John Q. Brown (Democrat and Independ­ 
ent). 
March 12, 1878, Jabez E. T urner (W ork­ 
ingman), by a vote of 1,203, to 1,063 for 
Jam es I. Felter (Republican), 1,050 for 
Hugh M. LaRtie (Democrat), and 726 for 
Ezra Pearson (W orkingm an). 
March S, 18S1, John Q. Brown (Demo­ 
crat), by a vote of 1,925, to 1,704 for Chris­ 
topher Green (Republican). 
March 11, 1884, John Q. Brown (Dem o­ 
crat), by a vote of 1,912 to 1,871 for Joseph 
Steffens (Republican) and 344 for Dr. A. B. 
Nixon (Prohibition). 
March 8, 1887, Eugene J. Gregory (Re­ 
publican), by a vote of 3,202 to 1,283 for 
John Q. Brown (Democrat) and 39 lor F. 
H . 1,. W eber (Prohibition).

DEAD AND LIVING CHIEF MAGISTRATES. 
Most of the men who have filled the 
office of Chief Magistrate of the city are 
dead. General;;W inn was 
prom inently 
identified with the Odd Fellows, and after­ 
ward founded the Order of Native Sons of 
the Golden West. He died in Sonoma 
county August 26, 1883. Bigelow died of 
cholera, as stated above. Sm ith died at 
Virginia City (Nevada) December 4. 1863. 
Hardenbergh afterward removed to San 
Francisco, and filled several Federal offices. 
He died at East Oakland May 30. 1885. 
H utchinson was for many vears a member 
of the insurance firm of H utchinson & 
M ann, of San Francisco, and died there 
September 22, 18S4. Johnson died at the 
Bay May 1, 1886. 
Redding was afterward 
Secretary of State, and for m any years 
Land Agent of the railroad company. He 
died at San Francisco August 21,1882 
Shattuck died at Newcastle October 10. 
1885. Swift was for years President of the 
Sacramento Bank, and died at Sun Fran­ 
cisco Ju ly 15, 1885. W ith the exception of 
Dyer all of the balance are now residents 
of Sacramento.

A n A d d ress from H o ard s o f T rad e to th e

A t a Conference of representatives of 
the various Boards of Trade and towns 
and cities of the State of California, held 
in Oakland, A pril 7th, the loilowing ad­ 
dress was unanim ously adopted: 
To the People o f the State o f California: 
W h e r e a s , Certain constitutional amend­ 
ments are to be subm itted to the qualified 
voters of this State, on Tuesday April 12th: 
A m endments Nos. 1 and 2, relating to the 
Judiciary, and No. 3 relating to the fram­ 
ing of Charters for cities of 10,000 inhabi­ 
tants, and over; and, whereas, the S .n 
Francisco Bar Association in their address, 
dated JIarch 30th, have given reasons for 
the adoption of said Am endm ents Nos. 1 
and 2, 
Now, therefore, the undersigned, this 
day assembled in conference, representing 
the mercantile, business and industrial in­ 
terests of the cities and towns of this State, 
desire hereby to call your attention also to 
the great importance of the adoption of 
A m endm ent No. 3. 
Under the present law, cities and towns 
are divided into classes; and ail cities in 
each class are governed by the same char­ 
ter. 
It is very evident that many of our cities 
have outgrown their original charters, and 
in seeking to frame new ones, it is found to 
be impossible to meet the different con­ 
ditions and requirements, present 
and 
prospective, of each individual city and 
town. 
The am endm ent will enable each city 
in a properly guarded m anner to provide 
for its own necessities. 
Fifteen 
freehold­ 
ers, elected by the people, m ay draft a 
charter, which is to be subm itted to a 
popular vote, if adopted and1 approved by 
the Legislature. 
It will then 
become 
the charter of the city. 
In a wtffw1, it pro­ 
vides for local self-government. 
In view 
of the foregoing we earnestly urge the 
necessity of the active interest and support 
of all citizens of the State at the polls next 
Tuesday.

D e a th o f an O ld T u rfm an. 
Captain Thomas G. Moore, who was the 
manager of the Rancho del Paso stables a 
few years ago, and subsequently filled a 
sim ilar position for Theodore W inters, at 
Rancho del Rio, died at Crab Orchard, Ken­ 
tucky, last Saturday' night, aged 76 years. 
Forty y ears ago lie was one of the most 
popular steamboat captains on the “Father 
of W aters.” 
He was a nephew of the fa­ 
mous old Billy Forsythe, whose exploits as 
commander of the "N ew England ” and 
"Bully Fulton” are still legends of a steam- 
boating era that antedates the apprentice­ 
ship of such pioneers as Captain Tom Lyle, 
of California, and Captain John C. Ains­ 
worth, of Oregon. 
In course of time he be­ 
came attracted to the turf, and in 1861. when 
the Woodlawn Course, at Louisville was 
opened, ho made his appearance with two 
phenom enal mares—Molly Jackson and 
Idlew ild. 
W ith the former he won the 
Gold Vase, four wiles out, in 7:34 in a 
gallop on Tuesday, and two days later 
broke the record wilh Idlewild by doing a 
tnile with ridiculous ease in 1:44], and 
held hard at that. The following Saturday 
saw the greatest three-mile heat race ever 
run in America, between Molly Jackson, 
Sherrod, Colton and Betly W ard. Molly 
won the first heat in 5:351, the last two 
miles being done in 3:35, and tbe next 
heat fell to Sherrod, a little sorrel pony but 
14j hands high, in 5:341, the last two miles 
in 3:34 and the sixth m ile < f the race in 
1:45). Then came the third heat, whose 
record is unbeaten to thisdav. 
Betty bad 
been distanced in tbe previous heat and 
Mollv now took the third from Sherrod by 
a neck in 5:28J, the last two miles being 
done in 3:38?. and the ninth mile of the 
race in 1:49. Colton, afterward the sire of 
tbe great Monday, was distanced, and there 
is no other three-inile heat race that will 
bear a like analysis. 
The performances of these speedy m i­ 
máis gave Captain Moore great reputation, 
and his stables were for a long tim e at the 
top notch of popularity ; but bad luck and 
injudicious training of his racers, com­ 
bined, perhaps, with a lack o f" nerve” oc­ 
casionally, as in the instance of the little 
gray Stonewall Jackson, in 1S66, reduced 
his prestige. 
In 1875 he came to California 
with W ildidle, and won ihe Wise plate at 
the Bay District course, wilh 118 pounds 
up, doing four miles in 7:25, healing Grin- 
stead and others. Of late years he became 
quarrelsome and captious, anil on one oc­ 
casion shot, but not fatally. Lewis Clark, 
I’resident of tbe Louisville Jockey Club. 
His love of gaming was excessive, and it is 
estimated that he lost during the past forty 
years fully $200.000 at faro. 
He was re­ 
m arkably well informed on all m atters per­ 
taining to the turf, and when be felt like 
talking bis long experience rendered his 
conversation exceedingly fascinating to all 
interested in such matters. Though his 
irrascibility interfered with bis popularity, 
many residents of Sacramento will recall 
him with very kindly feelings.
